& Hk. new proposal for a queer 
youth shelter at the site of a former 
gym on Market Street will be dis¬ 
cussed at a community meeting 
tonight (Thursday, August 5) and city 
leaders plan to outline the proposal 
and answer questions from residents. 
Tonight’s forum is billed as the first in 
a series of meetings to address citizen 
concerns; the shelter wouldn’t open 
until the end of the year, at the earliest. 

The owner of the building at 2500 
Market Street, formerly known as 
City Athletic Club, has offered the 
space to the city at no cost to be used 
as a shelter for lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender, queer, and questioning 
(LGBTQQ) young adults. San Fran¬ 
cisco Supervisor Mark Leno told the 
Bay Area Reporter that the building 
owner has been 
in discussions 
with him over 
the last couple 
of months 
about the idea. 

“Though he’s 
purchased the 
property for his 
own use, he 
doesn’t have 
plans to use the 
property for 18 
months to two years, and he offered the 
city use of it for young adults targeted 
toward the queer community,” Leno 
told the B.A.R. 

Unlike the temporary queer youth 
shelter that operated earlier this year 
at the Eureka Valley Recreation Cen¬ 
ter (EVRC), the former athletic club 
comes equipped with showers and 
lockers that are separate from where 
the young people would sleep and ac¬ 
cess services, Leno explained. Anoth¬ 
er plus, Leno said, is that the building 
would remain open 24 hours a day 
and that would prevent people hang¬ 
ing around outside. 

Leno said the city has included 
$250,000 in the current budget for the 
shelter to cover staff and other ser¬ 
vices; the proposal would serve up to 
25 self-identified LGBTQQ young 
adults between 18 and 23 years old. 

“We’ve known this is a population 
in critical need of our support and now 
we can provide services and shelter on 
a long-term basis,” Supervisor Leslie 
Katz said. Katz was instrumental in get¬ 
ting the EVRC shelter established and 
is working with Leno and Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano on this project. 

City officials learned in February 
how controversial shelters can be; res¬ 
idents living near EVRC were initial¬ 
ly angry about the temporary shelter

| n a stunning turnaround, United Airlines 
announced late Friday, July 30, that it will 
offer all benefits to gay and lesbian domestic 
partners of employees and retirees world¬ 
wide. The decision came just hours after a 
federal appeals court ruled against United 
and other airlines in the umbrella Air Trans¬ 
port Association (ATA), in their continuing 
legal fight with the city over San Francisco’s 
landmark equal benefits ordinance. 

United’s decision makes it the first U.S. 
airline to offer domestic partner benefits to 
its employees and retirees and it expects to 
make die benefits available in May 2000. The 
ATA’s challenge to the ordinance will contin¬ 
ue in the appellate courts. 

On Friday, the U.S. Court of Appeals up¬ 
held a lower court’s decision that airlines 
doing business with the city must immedi¬ 
ately offer no-cost benefits such as medical 
leave, travel, and bereavement leave. United 
and the ATA have fought implementing the 
city’s equal benefits law since it took effect in 
June 1997. 

The announcement from United stated 
that the company will offer all benefits - 
even health and pension benefits, which they 
don’t have to offer according to a federal 
judge who issued that ruling last year - to 
domestic partners of its gay and lesbian em¬ 
ployees. Domestic partners of heterosexual 
couples who can legally marry will be eligi¬ 
ble to receive only no-cost benefits such as 
bereavement leave, the company stated. 

Under the city’s equal benefits ordinance, 
companies that do business with the city 
must offer benefits to domestic partners of 
employees if those benefits are offered to 
employees’ spouses. United’s contract with 
the city covers space at San Francisco Inter¬ 
national Airport (SFO). 

City leaders and activists who worked hard 
over the last three years - first drafting the law, 
then keeping attention focused on United

DPH releases 
syphilis alert

l he San Francisco Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health (DPH) released an alert last Thurs¬ 
day, July 29, concerning an outbreak in re¬ 
ported syphilis cases in the city. In the past 
four weeks DPH has identified four cases of 
early syphilis among white gay male residents 
of San Francisco who report meeting the ma¬ 
jority of their sexual contacts through Inter¬ 
net chat rooms. DPH also reports a fifth re¬ 


lated case, originally thought to be an isolat¬ 
ed incident, that was diagnosed in January. 

“The key element is that we have identi¬ 
fied Internet chat rooms as a new place 
where men meet other men and as a result 
have contracted syphilis,” said Dr. Jeffrey 
Klausner, DPH’s director of sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases (STDs). “It’s a new venue 
where men who have sex with men have an 
opportunity to meet a wider population of 
potential sex partners. What’s really strange 
and interesting is that the victims have in 
some cases contracted syphilis through the 
same partner. So, there’s a certain amount of 
overlapping in sexual encounters.” 

Klausner added that syphilis is a serious 
infection that can lead to severe medical 
complications and even death, and also can

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Study says gay men are 
bigger than straights

P| ne-liners aside, a recently 
|| || published study finding that 
p gay men have larger penises 
than heterosexual men has gener¬ 
ated widespread interest and, re¬ 
searchers say, could provide more 
evidence of a genetic basis for ho¬ 
mosexuality. 

Researchers surveyed data 
gathered from the Kinsey Institute 
on 5,122 men and found penis 
sizes to be larger in homosexuals 
than heterosexuals based on five 
measurement standards. 

One reason for the difference 
could be variations in prenatal 
hormone levels, according to the 
study published in the journal, 
Archives of Sexual Behavior . “But 
there are other possibilities, in¬ 
cluding the possibility that some 
genetic factor (unrelated to hor¬ 
mones) affects a number of ele¬ 
ments of the reproductive system 
(sexual orientation and genital 
size),” lead researcher Tony Bo- 
gaert told the Bay Area Reporter in 
an e-mail interview. 

Researchers say another study 
in 1961 found similar results. “In 
this study a physician conducted 
the measurements,” Bogaert 
wrote. “In our study, which has a 
much larger sample size than the 
study published in the 1960s, the 


participants reported their mea¬ 
surements to the interviewers and 
then later, when they were at 
home and alone, conducted mea¬ 
surements on themselves after re¬ 
ceiving specific measurement in¬ 
structions.” 

Bogaert leaves open the chance 
of “reporting bias,” the possibility 
that gay men may be more likely 
to exaggerate the size of their 
penises than heterosexual men. 
“We think this is unlikely, but it 
remains a possibility,” Bogaert 
told the B.A.R. 

In the journal report, re¬ 
searchers cite several other studies 
backing their belief that a report¬ 
ing bias is unlikely, including one 
study which found that “hetero¬ 
sexual men are in fact concerned 
- even preoccupied - about the 
size of their penises and often de¬ 
sire a larger one.” 

So how much bigger are gay 
men? “There were a number of 
penile measures (e.g., two mea¬ 
sures of erect penis length),” Bo¬ 
gaert told the B.A.R. “Gay men 
were on average, about a third of 
an inch longer on those two mea¬ 
sures. But this is an average. There 
was a lot of overlap, so, of course, 
not every gay man reported a 
larger penis than every heterosex¬ 
ual man. In fact, far from it.” 

The report says the estimated 
erect penis length for homosexu¬ 


al men is 6.32 inches, compared 
with 5.99 inches for heterosexu¬ 
als. It found that the average mea¬ 
sured erect penis circumference 
of homosexuals is 4.95 inches 
versus 4.80 inches for heterosexu¬ 
als. 

Researchers say studies have 
found other physical differences 
in gay men. “A couple of studies 
have suggested that gay men may 
be shorter,” Bogaert said. “There is 
also a study on fingerprint char¬ 
acteristics done a few years ago, 
which found that gay and hetero¬ 
sexual men differ. There is also 
some research that suggests that 
gay men may be more likely to be 
non-right-handed that heterosex¬ 
ual men.” 

Bogaert said that a couple of 
studies have found that gay men 
weigh less than heterosexual men 
but said there is a possibility that 
could be because some gay men 
may be more body conscious and 
less likely to allow themselves to 
get fat. 

Although Bogaert’s study fo¬ 
cused on gay men, he tells the 
B.A.R. that some physical differ¬ 
ences have been documented in 
lesbians, including a tendency to 
weigh more. “There is also a re¬ 
cent study suggesting that ‘butch’ 
lesbians have higher waist to hip 
ratios and higher testosterone lev¬ 
els,” wrote Bogaert. T 


SF CAPE strategy meeting Aug. 12

\ he San Francisco chapter of 
California Alliance for 
Pride and Equality (CAPE) 


will hold a lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender (LGBT) strategy 
meeting next Thursday, August 
12 at Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco (MCCSF) 
beginning at 6:30 p.m. The pur¬ 


pose of the meeting is to analyze 
the progress of the LGBT com¬ 
munity over the past year, and to 
plan for the year to come. Partic¬ 
ipants will have an opportunity to 
voice their opinions on issues in¬ 
cluding pro-gay bills in Sacra¬ 
mento, the fight against anti-gay 
bigotry, and about creating a uni¬ 
fied front to fight hatred. 

“Our community is under at¬ 
tack with several issues, one of 
the most important being the 
Knight initiative,” says Seth 
Watkins, San Francisco CAPE re¬ 
gional representative. “We are fac¬ 
ing a real enemy of white su¬ 
premacist bigots attacking us and 
other community groups.” As one 
of the leading LGBT organiza¬ 
tions in California, Watkins adds 
that CAPE is committed to mak¬ 
ing San Francisco the winning 
battleground for civil rights for 
all people. The meeting, Watkins 
emphasizes, is designed to help 
plan a course of action to bring 
the LGBT community to the fore¬ 
front of the civil rights move¬ 
ment. 

Among the issues CAPE will 
address are several state bills, in¬ 
cluding non-discrimination, AB 
1001; the Domestic Partners Bill, 
AB 26; and the Hate Crimes Bill, 
AB 208. “These bills in the state 
capitol are facing an uphill battle. 
We need to step up visibility from 
our LGBT community and reach 
out to our coalition partners for 
support on these bills,” says 
Watkins. ▼

Larkin Street breaks 
ground on new shelter

|| arkin Street Youth Center is 
constructing San Francis- 

'/ cos first full-service center 
specifically designed to serve older 
runaway and homeless youth ages 
18 to 24. The facility, formerly a 
discotheque located at 869 Ellis 
Street, will become Lark-Inn for 
Youth and is scheduled to open in 
October. Lark-Inn will offer 
emergency and interim housing, 
employment, education, and 
health services to young people 
who are trying to move beyond 
the streets. 

Groundbreaking for the reno¬ 
vation was held last Wednesday, 
July 28. San Francisco Supervisors 
Leslie Katz and Mark Leno were 
among those on hand for the 
event. 

“Once they turn 18,” Anne 
Stanton, executive director of 
Larkin Street Youth Center, tells 
the Bay Area Reporter, “young 
people age out of many existing 


youth services and we expect 
them to cope. Without the tradi¬ 
tional support systems provided 
by families or schools, they 
haven’t developed the skills and 
self-confidence they need to make 
a successful transition to indepen¬ 
dent adulthood.” 

Stanton adds that older youth 
are at greatest risk of entering the 
complicated cycle of adult home¬ 
lessness. “Unless somebody steps 
in to offer them an alternative to 
the streets and a chance to take 
control of their own lives, there is 
great risk that these youth will re¬ 
main homeless for an indefinite 
period of time.” 

The new program endeavors 
to fill a critical gap in the available 
services for the homeless youth 
population in San Francisco, and 
is a long dreamed of addition to 
Larkin Street’s continuum of care. 
Residents will have access to the 
center’s on-site and nearby sup¬ 
port services that include employ¬ 
ment, education, medical care, 
psychological counseling, social 


counseling, case management, 
and long term housing services. 

The center is in the heart of the 
Tenderloin neighborhood where 
homeless youth often gather. The 
new building, designed by Davis 
8c Joyce Architects of San Francis¬ 
co, will offer sleeping areas for 
men and women with 40 beds 
serving as a home base for young 
people. 

The Department of Human 
Services has committed over 
$500,000 to complete the renova¬ 
tion of the new Tenderloin facili¬ 
ty, and Providian Financial Cor¬ 
poration has provided a lead gift 
of $25,000. “Together, with the 
commitment of the city as well as 
our generous private supporters,” 
Stanton concludes, “we are creat¬ 
ing a solution.” V

Names Project seeks youth volunteers 
for annual ' Cure' day at 3Com Park

T he Names Project of San 
Francisco is seeking youth 
volunteers for the sixth an¬ 
nual “Until There’s A Cure Day” 
at the Sunday, August 15 San 
Francisco Giants baseball game at 
3Com Park. The Names Project 
needs young people between ages 
13 and 21 to assist in displaying 
AIDS quilt panels in remem¬ 
brance of friends and family who 
have died of AIDS during the 
pregame program. 

The Giants take on the New 
York Mets and tickets are still 
available for the game. 

The focus of this year’s Until 
There’s A Cure Day is educating 
both children and teenagers about 
HIV and AIDS. The event in¬ 
cludes a performance by the Vil¬ 
lage People and an on-field for¬ 
mation of the human red ribbon 
in honor of Anglie Diya, a teenag¬ 
er who contracted HIV as a child 
and who continues to battle the 
disease. Diya first participated in 


the event in 1995 when she was 12 
years old, when she began urging 
people to help find a cure. 

“The focus of this year’s event 
is on youth,” says Shana Daum, 
Giants public affairs officer. “This 
is in line with the Giants, effort to 
serve youth through various pro¬ 
grams as targeted by the Giants 
and the Giants Community 
Fund.” Daum added that two 
Americans under the age of 20 are 
diagnosed with HIV or AIDS 
every hour of every day, empha¬ 
sizing the need for greater educa¬ 
tion among young people, espe¬ 
cially during the early teen years 
when many young people become 
sexually active. 

In 1994, the Giants became the 
first-ever professional sports team 
to host an AIDS benefit game. 
Since then, the Giants have re¬ 
peated the effort, generating near¬ 
ly $500,000 for Bay Area AIDS 
service organizations and interna¬ 
tional AIDS research. The Giants 
will donate $1 from each game 
ticket sold, with additional funds 
raised through the sales of com¬ 


memorative T-shirts and the well- 
known bracelet, a piece of jewelry 
with reliefs of the AIDS ribbon in 
gold or silver, designed and mar¬ 
keted by the nonprofit Until 
There’s A Cure Foundation. 

This year’s beneficiaries in¬ 
clude Health Initiatives for Youth 
(HIFY), Larkin Street Youth Cen¬ 
ter, Lavender Youth Recreation 
and Information Center (LYRIC), 
New Conservatory Theater Cen¬ 
ter, and the National High School 
Quilt Program. Sponsors of the 
event include 3Com Park, the 
Coca-Cola Corporation, Pandes- 
ic Corporation, Genentech, Longs 
Drugs, PacifiCare of California, 
and Pillsbury Madison and Sutro 
attorneys at law.

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Bodfish money to 
go to several groups; 
friend returns to home

^ s the murder of transgen- 
JfJ! dered Orinda resident Mar- 
garet/Emmon Bodfish con¬ 
tinues to baffle police, the Bay 
Area Reporter is learning new de¬ 
tails of her will and wealth, and in 
an interview with the B.A.R ., one 
of Bodfish’s closest friends tells of 
her painful visit back to the home 
where Bodfish was beaten to 
death in late June. 

Bodfish’s estate is estimated at 
$4.4 million, according to her 
lawyer and executor, Garrett 
Riegg. As the B.A.R. first reported 
last week, her Orinda home, esti¬ 
mated to be worth over $1 mil¬ 
lion, will be donated to the city of 
Orinda to be used for park land or 
as a wildlife sanctuary. 

Riegg said that Bodfish always 
presented himself as a woman to 
him even though he used the 
name “Emmon.” 

The bulk of the rest of Bodfish’s 
estate will go to HERS (Hysterec¬ 
tomy Educational Resources and 
Services), an activist and educa¬ 
tional organization that combats 
unnecessary hysterectomies. “I 
don’t want to give you her medical 
history but you figure it out,” said 
Riegg when asked why HERS was 
so important to Bodfish. “She was 
against too many hysterectomies.” 

HERS Director Nora Coffey 
who learned of Bodfish’s death 
and will from the B.A.R., said she 
' felt conflicted, very sad to hear of 
Bodfish’s death but very apprecia¬ 
tive of the gift. “It will mean we’ll 
be able to get information out to 
many, many more women,” Cof¬ 
fey said. “It will enlarge our effort 
to reach the public.” Coffey said 
HERS has been able to council 
200,000 women around the world 
since it began in 1982. 

Riegg listed seven other chari¬ 
ties and organizations that will 
share in the remainder of Bod¬ 
fish’s wealth: National Organiza¬ 
tion for Women, The Thoreau So¬ 
ciety, Protestants and Others 
United for the Separation of 
Church and State, The Zoological 
Society of San Francisco, Fund for 
the Feminist Majority, the femi¬ 
nist organization “Off Our Backs,” 
best known for its news journal of 
the same name, and the Maxwell 
Willes Endowment for Ergonom¬ 
ic Musical Design at the Universi¬ 
ty of California, Santa Cruz. The 
Willes endowment is named for 
her son, Max Wills, who has since 
dropped the “e” in his last name. 
Riegg said it was set up to support 
the development of designs to 
make musical instruments more 
accessible to people with disabili¬ 
ties, including those with carpal 
tunnel syndrome. 

One of Bodfish’s closest 
friends, Stacey Weinberger, ap¬ 
plauds Bodfish’s donations, telling 
the B.A.R. that the organizations 
and charities reflected the things 
Bodfish felt strongly about. Last 
week, Weinberger went back with 
Riegg to Bodfish’s Orinda home 
for the first time since her murder. 

Riegg and Weinberger said it 
appeared as though Bodfish had 
just returned home when he was 
killed. Weinberger said a card¬ 
board box that Bodfish used to 
take things between his Mill Val-

ley and Orinda homes was still in 
the back seat of his car. Flies were 
still circling around a pot of now 
evaporated liquid that he had ap¬ 
parently been heating. 

Although Bodfish was legally a 
woman and never underwent 
gender reassignment surgery, 
Weinberger always knew her as a 
man, “Emmon,” and uses mascu¬ 
line pronouns when referring to 
Bodfish. 

“It was hard that a place once 
so cheery was so empty of spirit, 
and in disarray because of what 
had occurred there and because 
the police had to go through so 
much looking for evidence,” 
Weinberger said. “Books and 
records from the floor to ceiling 
bookcase were taken down and 
put in large garbage bags because 
they had Emmon’s blood splat¬ 
tered on them. A large square was 
cut out of the beautiful Persian 
rug for evidence, as that, I assume, 
was where his head lay. A large 
Chinese painting was resting 
against a chair from where it had 
gotten knocked off the wall and 
the glass broken.” 

Weinberger said Bodfish had a 
wry sense of humor and got a 
laugh out of one of the things Bod¬ 
fish willed to her: a wood-burning 
stove. Bodfish tried to give it to her 
before. “He really wanted me to

have it but I told him there’s no 
way I could use it in my apart¬ 
ment. When I heard he left it to 
me, I said to myself, ‘It’s back,”’ 
Weinberger said with a chuckle. 

Bodfish also left Weinberger 
books and a photocopy machine 
'that Bodfish used to publish a 
newsletter on Druidism, an an¬ 
cient Celtic nature-based religion 
practiced by Bodfish and Wein¬ 
berger. 

Orinda police tell the B.A.R. 
that they are examining a wealth of 
evidence taken from the Bodfish 
home and from a Southern Cali¬ 
fornia hotel room where her son, 
Max Wills, killed himself. Wills was 
found in a Travelodge suite across 
the street from the Santa Monica 
Pier on July 1, one day after his 
mother was found dead. His head 
was underwater in the bathtub 
with his wrists and throat slashed; 
empty vials of prescription drugs 
were found in the room along with 
a suicide note but investigators 
aren’t releasing its contents. A Los 
Angeles County coroner’s 
spokesman tells the B.A.R. that re¬ 
sults of Wills’s toxicology tests are 
expected back later this month. 

Police say they still don’t con¬ 
sider Wills a suspect nor can they 
rule him out as a possible suspect. 
They are no doubt looking for ev¬ 
idence of Wills’s whereabouts be¬ 
tween June 26, when his mother 
likely woke up in her Mill Valley 
home after making her last journal 
entry there the night before, and 
four days later, on June 30, when 
she was found dead in Orinda. 

Wills’s Marin City neighbors 
said he left for vacation on June 23. 
Wills’s friend, Erik Nelson, said 
Wills phoned him on June 28. He 
said Wills sounded upbeat and said 
he was enjoying exploring South¬ 
ern California. Nelson said police 
told him Wills’s grandmother in¬ 
formed Wills by phone on June 30 
that his mother was dead. Hours 
later, Wills, who already suffered 
from a history of depression, 
checked into the Travelodge. His 
body was found the next day. T

!§% eth Moore, a longtime med¬ 
ical marijuana activist, is cur¬ 
ls yp rently facing eviction from 
the Sanchez Street home of 
“Brownie Mary” Rathbun, where 
she has resided since early March. 
Moore is a personal friend of Rath- 
bun, and was helping to care for her 
when she died on April 10 after a 
prolonged hospitalization following 
a series of falls. In addition to being 
a woman living with AIDS, Moore 
also suffers from hepatitis C and a 
life-threatening brain aneurysm. 
Prior to moving into Rathbun’s 
apartment, Moore was homeless. 

According to Moore and Larry 
Bittner, the executor of Rathbun’s 
estate, it was Rathbun’s wish that 
Moore, who Rathbun considered 
her “adopted daughter,” should 
remain in her home, which is lo¬ 
cated in a San Francisco Housing 
Authority (SFHA) senior/disabled 
low income housing complex. 
The SFHA has threatened to evict 
Moore, although they have not yet 
taken steps to do so. The SFHA 
considers Moore a “squatter” and 
claims that her residence in Rath¬ 
bun’s small studio is “unfair and 
unjust” to the nearly 14,000 fam¬ 
ilies who are on the waiting list for 
apartments. SFHA employees 
have also accused Moore of using 
and selling crack cocaine; Moore, 
a recovering substance user, con¬ 
tends that she uses no drugs be¬ 
sides medicinal cannabis and pre¬ 
scription medications. 

Bittner attempted to get Moore 
added to Rathbun’s lease back in 
March, but was told by a SFHA em¬ 
ployee that this was not possible, a 
statement that was later proven er¬ 
roneous when a higher-level em¬ 
ployee told Bittner that Moore 
would not now be facing eviction 
had she been added to the lease 
while Rathbun was alive. According 
to Bittner, both Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano and Mayor Willie Brown 
have pledged their support in help¬ 
ing Moore stay in her home. In a let-

ter to Bittner dated May 11, Brown 
stated that “according to my infor¬ 
mation, Ms. Moore is in no danger 
of being evicted from Brownie 
Mary’s home,” and noted that “We 
owe a great debt to Brownie Mary.” 

Moore was among those whose 
home was raided in August 1996 in 
association with the bust of Dennis 
Peron’s Cannabis Buyers Club 
(CBC); Moore was director of the 
CBC at the time. Officers of the 
state’s Bureau of Narcotics Enforce¬ 
ment under the direction of then- 
Attorney General Dan Lungren 
forcibly entered Moore’s home, 
four other homes, and the CBC’s 
headquarters at 1444 Market Street 
early on a Sunday morning. 

Rathbun earned her nickname 
as a volunteer at San Francisco 
General Hospital in the early years 
of the AIDS epidemic in the mid- 
1980s when she prepared and de¬ 
livered marijuana-containing 
baked goods to sick people with 
AIDS, a group she referred to as 
“my boys.” Like Moore, Rathbun 
was associated with the CBC. 

In an interview with the Bay 


Area Reporter , Moore was clearly 
upset, and said “I feel there is 
nothing I can do ... I don’t under¬ 
stand why they won’t let me stay 
... I just want to keep what is hap¬ 
pening to me and what happened 
to Brownie Mary from happening 
to other disabled women.” Moore 
said she was “very close” to 
Brownie Mary, and often helped 
her bake and deliver brownies to 
people with AIDS; Moore has de¬ 
voted one wall of the apartment to 
a memorial for Rathbun. ▼ 
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The friendlier skies 


U nited Airlines decidedly won the 
“Most Abrupt Policy Shift” Award for 
a corporation last Friday when the 
company announced that it would offer ben¬ 
efits to domestic partners of its employees. 
And not just the no-cost benefits, United de¬ 
cided to provide all benefits to the domestic 
partners of its workers, even the health and 
pension benefits that a federal judge ruled 
they don’t have to offer. The decision caught 
many people by surprise and is long overdue. 

The company’s decision, just hours after 
it lost another round in court in its contin¬ 
uing fight with the city over implementing 
the equal benefits ordinance, demonstrates 
that persistence pays off for the gay com¬ 
munity, which banded together in a way 
that’s not seen much anymore. It was the ac¬ 
tivists who kept the issue in front of the 
public and the queer United employees who 
came forward to offer depositions who de¬ 
serve a lot of the credit. Kudos also to City 
Attorney Louise Renne for putting Chief 
Assistant City Attorney Dennis Aftergut in 
charge of the case, he did a brilliant job in 
court and in the numerous motions filed 
during the more than two years of the legal 
battle. Aftergut assembled a team of attor¬ 
neys from his office as well as lawyers from 
the private sector who worked pro bono on 
the case and they, too, deserve recognition. 

Incidentally, the court fight isn’t over, the 
Air Transport Association’s challenge to the 
law is continuing in the appellate courts, so 
the lawyers and activists will have to con¬ 
tinue their work. 

The grassroots Equal Benefits Advocates 
(EBA) group, led by Jeff Sheehy, Geoff Kors, 
and Carol Stuart worked tirelessly from the 
moment the airlines filed the lawsuit. Shee¬ 
hy told us he’s worked with literally hun¬ 
dreds of people and even though some of 
the demonstrations were small, they were 
regularly held, keeping the issue in the news. 
The infamous “Tinky Winky” demo last 
month in downtown San Francisco got a lot 
of media attention, but that was just one of 
many protests held at United ticket offices. 
There was also a commercial earlier this 
year that aired locally, bringing the issue to 
more people’s attention. 


“Thousands of people came together on 
this,” Sheehy said, adding that the total bud¬ 
get he had to work with was about $50,000 
over nearly three years. “United Against 
United” buttons and stickers were sent out 
all over the country to supporters 
after EBA announced it was launch¬ 
ing a boycott. EBA got another 
big boost last December when , 
the Human Rights Campaign en¬ 
dorsed the boycott. The boycott 
was a good move and was realistic 
in terms of its goals. EBA knew people 
wouldn’t or couldn’t stop flying United 
so they urged people to wear 
the buttons when they had to 
fly on the airline. And they 
urged people to contact Unit¬ 
ed to let the company know that noncom¬ 
pliance with the law was wrong. As a result, 
an e-mail and letter-writing campaign was 
put in motion that saw gays and lesbians 
voicing their views on the subject to United. 

Probably most important from a legal 


standpoint are the depositions given by gay 
and lesbian United employees. Those depo¬ 
sitions were cited by U.S. District Court 
Judge Claudia Wilken as one of the reasons 
she ordered United to offer the no-cost ben¬ 
efits in her decision last month. “The record 
indicates, however, that employee 
morale currently is being harmed by 
the failure to provide benefits ... ,” 
Wilken wrote in her decision. 

Aftergut told us that several gay 
United employees, including Crispin 
Hollings, Nick Morse, and Joe Oshin- 
t ski deserve credit for testifying 
against their employer on be¬ 
half of the city. “They gave the 
evidence. They convinced the 
judge that the time for dis¬ 
crimination to end is now,” Aftergut said. 

We agree. Thanks, United, for doing the 
right thing. 

And most of all, thanks to the gay Unit¬ 
ed employees and activists for helping the 
company change its mind. T 




‘Families Change, Families Grow’

A fter almost a year of development, 
one of the most unprecedented HIV 
prevention media campaigns target¬ 
ing Latino gay and bisexual men is hitting 
the streets of San Francisco. In the next few 
months on bus shelter posters, bus runners, 
and other small media, gay and bisexual 
Latino men as well as the larger Latino com¬ 
munity, will see striking images that deal 
with family, machismo, homophobia and 
sexual silence, issues that traditionally have 
not been widely addressed in the Latino 
community. 

Called “Families Change, Families 
Grow,” the campaign is the result of an un¬ 
precedented collaboration with El Ambi- 
ente, Proyecto ContraSIDA Por Vida, Mis¬ 
sion Neighborhood Health Center, and the 
Stop AIDS Project. As a member of this col¬ 
laboration, I am extremely excited about a 
campaign that does more than raise aware¬ 
ness, but one that hopefully will spur hon¬ 
est dialogue within a community that con¬ 
tinues to be profoundly impacted by the 
HIV pandemic. 

Since the beginning of the AIDS epi¬ 
demic in the early 1980s, Latinos have been 
disproportionately affected by HIV. In 1982, 
Latinos represented 13 percent of all AIDS 
cases, but constituted only 7 percent of the 
U.S. population. By 1997, the number of 
new AIDS cases rose to 20 percent among 
Latinos, even though we accounted for just 
11 percent of the total population. 

Among gay and bisexual men in San 
Francisco, Latinos have the highest number 
of cases of HIV infection, more than any 
other community of color. Moreover, while 
the number of new AIDS cases has declined 
in the past few years for all gay and bisexu¬ 
al men in the City, the rates for Latino men 


have declined at a much slower rate than 
those of white men. 

This campaign is solidly grounded on re¬ 
search conducted by Rafael Diaz, Ph.D., a 
highly respected member of the Latino com¬ 
munity. It essentially strikes at the core of 
how sexuality and culture affect our ability 
to negotiate safer behaviors during our sex¬ 
ual encounters. Additional research con¬ 
ducted with Latino gay and bisexual men has 
found that within a given year, almost half 
of us has receptive anal sex without a 
condom, one of the riskiest ways of 
acquiring HIV. 

The campaign images are de¬ 
signed to attract the attention of 
Latinos and our families by por¬ 
traying provoking themes such as 
family and maternal support, ac¬ 
ceptance and homopho¬ 
bia. One bus shelter poster 
shows a mother offering 
two Latino men food dur¬ 
ing a meal at home with the caption, “Mom 
used to cook for me on Sundays. Now she 
cooks for my boyfriend too.” With text in 
both Spanish and English, the poster deliv¬ 
ers a compelling message of family accep¬ 
tance of a gay Latino son and his boyfriend. 

What also makes this campaign unique 
is that it has been community-driven from 
the beginning. All the agencies, which serve 
groups of gay and bisexual Latino men of 
different ages, education levels, income, and 
acculturation levels, collectively recruited 
and conducted focus groups with 60 gay 
and bisexual Latino men. 

This collaborative process also serves as 
a powerful example of how we, as members 
of different prevention agencies, can chal¬ 
lenge ourselves to work together, share ideas 
and resources and create meaningful inter¬ 
ventions that reach the same community. It 
is also a reminder for us to not lose sight of 


our common goal: to stop the spread of 
HIV. This experience has been documented 
and used as a case study in San Francisco 
State University’s new Master’s of Public 
Health Program. 

The silence that pervades the Latino 
community around issues of HIV/AIDS and 
sexuality - especially homosexuality - must 
be broken in order for us to be able to pro¬ 
tect ourselves, our partners, and our family 
against this pandemic that continues to dev¬ 
astate our community. 

Effective HIV prevention efforts can’t 
only start and end with just safer sex mes¬ 
sages. What is equally crucial in 
prevention is to have gay and bi¬ 
sexual Latino men begin talking 
| to each other about issues that 
form the basis of how safe we 
are able to be. How do we 
feel about loving another 
man? What feelings of 
shame do we get from 
our families or from ourselves? How do we 
fit into the masculine macho role? This is 
where the conversation should start. 

A special reception to recognize the 
members of the community and the collab¬ 
orating agencies who contributed to the 
campaign will be held this Tuesday, August 
10, from 5 to 8 p.m. The Stop AIDS Project 
also offers a meeting for gay and bisexual 
Latino men called El Corazon: Vida, Pasion 
ySexo. For more information about the up¬ 
coming reception and times for Latino 
groups offered at the Stop AIDS Project, El 
Ambiente, Mission Neighborhood Health 
Center and Proyecto ContraSIDA Por Vida, 
call (415) 575-0150.

In the Castro, we continue to lose significant 
venues like Badlands, the Phoenix, Nightshift, Head¬ 
lines, 1808 Club, women’s bars, the 49ers liquor store, 
etc. For replacements, we’re stuck with the stores like 
Chevy’s-owned Fuzios and the expansion of Wal¬ 
greens, instilling a nasty corporate flavor instead. And 
our local law enforcement officials are attacking con¬ 
sensual smoking in some of our bars. From this evi¬ 
dence, you would suspect that our local government 
is guilty of a conspiracy to repel gay tourists from this 
city (which could lead to the end of the Castro as a 
gay center). 

Despite the one, new bright spot in the picture, 
which is rock hard, most of anything related to sex is 
disappearing. This has been true for the straight 
community as well, since the red light districts have 
shrunk or disappeared. Until Dr. Mitch Katz (our 
Judas) resigns, the inability of the city to reopen its 
bathhouses makes this city a poor tourist destination 
and embarrasses us. The recent loss of the Black 
House bodes especially badly for the Castro, as it was 
the only sex option with any privacy. Yes, we all know 
about the AIDS crisis (I have lost two lovers to it), but 
sex occurring in private is not the cause of AIDS. 

We’ve become “San Francisco, The City Of 
Prudes.”

Considering that neither her health di¬ 
rector, nor any since, has ever been able to 
demonstrate than bathhouse cubicles were, 
or are, any more dangerous than hotel 
rooms, one has to ask why she didn’t 
have the hotels closed down too? Could 
it have something to do with political 
economy?

Shame on corporate America 

Blood is on the hands of A1 Gore and multina¬ 
tional pharmaceutical companies who continue to 
oppose and repress the manufacture of lower-priced 
generic substitutes for life-saving drugs abroad. 

Now I read that researchers at Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity School of Medicine report that the AIDS drug 
nevirapine could save up to four million children in 
10 years in developing countries at a total cost per 
child of $3.67 (SF Chronicle , July 16). In South Africa 
alone, 1,500 people are infected with HIV daily and 
the Health Ministry predicts that the annual death 
rate will reach 500,000 within 10 years. 

The Office of the U.S. Trade Representative has en¬ 
listed Gore to discourage the use of generics abroad 
and to outlaw the practice of “parallel imports” of 
drugs (where countries can shop globally for the best 
price versus from local distributors of US drug com¬ 
panies). 

Corporate America should be ashamed of its blind 
eye toward development and distribution of lifesav¬ 
ing drugs to treat AIDS and preventable and curable 
diseases such as malaria, tuberculosis, and acute lower 
respiratory infections. The pharmaceutical sector has 
the largest legal profits of any industry, especially in 
the U.S. where we are the only first world nation not 
controlling drug prices. Prices here are almost four 
times higher than in Japan and about twice as high as 
those in the European Union. 

If American drug companies can spend $74.8 mil¬ 
lion to lobby the federal government (1997), 
they surely can afford to allow Third 
jf World countries to produce generic ver¬ 
sions of needed medications in exchange 
for a small royalty paid to the multina¬ 
tional license holder. Likewise, they 
should be required to offer reasonable 
pricing for drugs they market which 
were developed at federal laboratories. 
And if they are unwilling to manufac¬ 
ture their proven drug due to lost revenue, they 
should transfer the technology to any Third World 
producer that is. 

Sadly, human compassion exists only for those dis¬ 
eases and conditions which command a profit for the 
pharmaceutical industry and political campaign 
pockets.

NGLTF shows courage regarding ENDA 

Dale Carpenter’s piece in your 1 July 1999 issue 
(“NGLTF dreams on”) characterizes NGLTF’s posi¬ 
tion on ENDA [Employment Non-Discrimination 
Act] as an antagonistic assault on GLB lives and ca¬ 
reers. He positions NGLTF and transgendered people 
as convenient scapegoats if ENDA does not pass Con¬ 
gress again this year. Carpenter wrote a number of 
things that deserve a response. Most importantly, 
B.A.R. readers should know that Kerry Lobel has ex¬ 
plicitly stated that NGLTF will not take any action to 
harm ENDA or the cause of GLB equality. 

Further, Carpenter’s characterization of NGLTF’s 
stance in support of trans inclusion seems designed to 
drive a wedge between the GLB and T communities. 
He quotes unsubstantiated statistics that a mere 1 in 
10,000 people may be transgendered, implying that 
there are too few transpeople to matter, anyway. In 
fact, there are no reliable statistics about the incidence 
of transgender identity or characteristics. The irony is 
that the primary GLB characteristic (sexual orienta¬ 
tion alone) can also be represented as a sub-compo¬ 
nent of all transgender characteristics; thus the trans¬ 
gender community can be seen as encompassing the 
GLB community, depending on how one defines the 
terminology. And Carpenter implies that transgender 
means a “gender-free utopia;” this indicates just how 
little he understands the nature of transgender expe¬ 
rience or identity. It was one stripe of 1970s feminism 
that advocated for a gender-free utopia, not the trans¬ 
gender movement, and the resurgence of 
“butch/femme” pretty much indicates that gender-free 
is only one of many options that all people (trans or 
non-trans) should freely be able to manifest. 

The argument that civil rights are obtainable only 
in increments may be true when the opposition is ig¬ 
norance and bigotry: people are loathe to abandon 
their comfort zones. But when Carpenter implies 
NGLTF is a sell-out to the transgender pipe-dream, 
turning its back on the GLB community, he ignores 
the momentum that exists behind ENDA. If ENDA 
fails, it won’t be because NGLTF chooses to recognize 
that transgender exclusion is a shortcoming of this 
legislation (even Chai Feldblum, the law professor 
HRC originally hired to draft ENDA has publicly ac¬ 
knowledged this); it will be because the U.S. Congress 
is not convinced that GLB people need or deserve the 
protection ENDA offers. 

If ENDA passes, I will be delighted for the GLB

Sensible Legal Advice

As I aged through my teens 
and 20s in the 1980s, it was publications like the Ad¬ 
vocate and later, OUT and Genre that revived his lega¬ 
cy. Perhaps, these led me to literary sources of gay/les¬ 
bian archives where Hay wrote or was mentioned. 

It is ironic, that in the nearly six years I have lived 
in San Francisco, I rarely meet anyone queer who 
reads these magazines beyond the glossy coverboy 
models and how to buy what’s hot, or defy-aging ar¬ 
ticles. In the suburbs, part of glorifying,‘mecca’ was 
the admiration for so many persons willing to make 
a stand: read ‘politics’. People who let their voices be 
heard to further our equality and human rights. 
These people were not the glamour figures they be¬ 
come ‘close-up’ in the city. These were people taking 
a stand for gay rights that reached into the heartlands 
and suburbs. 

In Hay’s own dilemma we encounter the never 
ending crisis that many gay men (I cannot speak for 
any other gender) face at least once each adult decade. 
An introspective soul-searching reach for purpose.

My blessing to the Radical Faeries, ‘mecca’, the 
economy, and Harry Hay’s search for both a home 
and riveting cultural cornerstones in San Francisco. 
Perhaps we could start the gay senior home, an idea 
made mention in Armistead Maupin’s Tales of the 
City. Most likely this would have happened already if 
the 1980s hadn’t necessitated the ‘hospice’ as home 
for many gay men.

For myself here in SF, perhaps I am just too close to 
hear but it is with welcome I look forward to Harry 
Hay in my backyard. Someone give him a bullhorn.

I’ve got mine’ attitude in the Castro 

Sunglass Hut. Walgreens. Cala Foods. Presto 
Prints/Ritz Camera. Ben 8c Jerry’s. Subway. Kinko’s. 
Tower Video/Records. Radio Shack. Pasqua Coffee. 
Body Shop. Starbucks Coffee. Safeway. What’s the 
connection? They’re all “corporate money and fran¬ 
chise businesses” that are already in the Castro. By the 
way, so is the Gap. It’s already on Market, across from 
the mini mall where the Safeway is. 

Before one starts complaining about the loss of the 
Valley Pride store space to a corporation, let’s ask two 
questions: (1) Where do you do your major weekly 
food shopping? (2) Does anyone have anything more 
than rumor regarding who might or might not move 
into the space where Valley Pride now is, even as¬ 
suming that Valley Pride will be forced out? 

As for the F-Market line, is it currently an E-tick¬ 
et ride for tourists to take? Based on the riders I’ve 
seen over the past month, I’d have to say no. 

And if it’s not a tourist ride now, then fears that 
extending it to the Embarcadero and Fisherman’s 
Wharf will make it so are unfounded on this basis. Is 
the F-Market modern mass transportation? No. But 
neither are the cable cars, even though they are part of 
the Muni system. Light rail is considered the best way 
to go in many cities in terms of mass transportation. 

Only in San Francisco are some light rail lines 
combined with the historical attraction of the cars 
used. Finally, can it be truthfully said that residents in 


the Castro do not use the F-Market line currently as 
mass transportation? Can it be truthfully said that 
they would not use it as much if not more were it to 
extend along the Embarcadero? Mass transit lines al¬ 
ways travel in two directions. 

Ever-skyrocketing leases and rents ... before look¬ 
ing elsewhere for causes, look in the mirror. It is the 
hard restoration work done by Castro residents in the 
last three decades that caused the neighborhood to 
become a desirable place to work and do business. 
Desirable places become more and more expensive as 
space becomes less and less available in the area. Who 
would be the first to sell their home for not more than 
they paid for it? To rent their available space (busi¬ 
ness or residential) for less than other spaces in the 
neighborhood? 

The Castro is changing, as all neighborhoods do, 
and in ways that do not please all of its residents. One 
has to ask if, in the late 1950s and early 1960s when gay 
men and lesbians were starting to buy and renovate 
buildings turning the Eureka Valley into the Castro we 
know today, all the changes were pleasing to all the ex¬ 
isting residents. I’d be willing to bet they weren’t - and 
I’d be willing to bet that those Castro pioneers didn’t 
really care if they were or not. The shoe being put on 
the other foot, even 30 years later, can still pinch. 

Finally, as a gay man and a non-resident of San 
Francisco (read the latter as “tourist”), it is so gratify¬ 
ing to know that my presence is not wanted in the gay 
capital of the United States because it is destroying 
that capital village’s unique ambiance. How nice to 
know the “I’ve got mine” attitude has found a home 
in the Castro. Spread the word across the country: 
Welcome to the Castro - now go home.

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Feinstein veep talk 
sweeps Demo Party

pH alifornia U.S. Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein, a former 

t ' San Francisco mayor, super¬ 
visor, and gubernatorial nominee, 
is once again being seriously spo¬ 
ken of as a leading choice to land 
on the Democratic national ticket 
in 2000 as the vice presidential 
nominee. Time and again, Fein¬ 
stein is being mentioned, both on 
national television news pro¬ 
grams and among party leaders, 
as not only being on the so-called 
veep “short list,” but being the 
current “front-runner,” particu¬ 
larly if, as expected, Vice President 
Al Gore is the party nominee. 

Former New Jersey Senator 
Bill Bradley, the only other can¬ 
didate for the Democratic presi¬ 
dential nomination, is also said to 
be a longtime friend of Feinstein, 
and according to those close to 
Bradley, he is known to be an “ad¬ 
mirer” of the senator. Feinstein, 
who is up for re-election next 
year, says she is flattered by the in¬ 
creasing talk, but that she is cur¬ 
rently running for another term, 
loves her work, and is content to 
“serve California as its senator.” 
Feinstein told reporters last week 
that neither Gore nor Bradley has 
ever discussed the party’s second 
spot with her, but did not rule out 
running if the veep spot were of¬ 
fered to her. 

Under California law, 

Feinstein qould run for 
re-election to her current 
seat and also be the vice 
presidential nominee. If 
she were elected on a 
national ticket, Gov¬ 
ernor Gray 
Davis would 
make an ap¬ 
pointment to 
■ her seat until 
the next scheduled election. Sena¬ 
tor Robert Torricelli (D-New 
Jersey), one of the party’s most 
powerful leaders, told reporters 
this week that Feinstein is a “nat¬ 
ural” for vice president, adding 
that her name tops every list he 
has seen for the No. 2 spot on the 
party’s 2000 ticket. Reached in her 
Washington office this week, Fe¬ 
instein modestly said that “it 
would be a decision that I would 
have to make,” but had not been 
invited to be on “anyone’s nation¬ 
al ticket, and doesn’t expect to be 
asked.” She added, “I am not 
going after anything else next year 
but my senate seat.” 

Feinstein, in her second term 
in Washington, is considered a 
political moderate who supports 
traditional liberal issues such as 
abortion rights, gay rights, and 
gun control, but is somewhat con¬ 
servative on other issues such as 
supporting the death penalty. 

Most state political observers 
of both major parties expect Fein¬ 
stein to have a relatively easy re- 
election next year as no Republi¬ 
can with any kind of name recog¬ 
nition has yet expressed any inter¬ 
est in opposing the popular in¬ 
cumbent. 

Politics and people 

The final filing hour isn’t until 
5 p.m. this Friday, August 6, but in 
the race for mayor, incumbent 
Mayor Willie Brown will likely be 
joined by many other challengers, 
including businessman Clint 
Reilly , who’s the only major can¬ 
didate to formally declare he’s 


running. Brown will probably be 
joined by former Mayor Frank 
Jordan, Board of Supes President 
Tom Ammiano, and very possi¬ 
bly Supervisor Leland Yee. For¬ 
mer Supervisor Angela Alioto 
made a media event of taking out 
papers last week, before promptly 
leaving town on vacation, but 
most observers feel she will not 
file Friday. San Francisco police

Captain Richard Cairns 

Captain Richard Cairns also 
took out papers last week. Cairns, 
you may recall, was the target of 
gay and lesbian civil rights ac¬ 
tivists for his role in the 
October 6,1989 police 
sweep of Castro Street. 
He was suspended for 
45 days for striking 
protesters and order¬ 
ing a false arrest dur¬ 
ing an AIDS demon¬ 
stration. Cairns 
_ said the inci¬ 
dent “is be- 

_ hind me.” He 

said he’s “90 
percent” certain he’ll run for 
mayor. 

In the effort to unseat District 
Attorney Terence Hallinan, for¬ 
mer Assistant District Attorneys 
Steve Castleman and Bill Fazio, 

along with Deputy Public De¬ 
fender Matt Gonzales, are ex¬ 
pected to be on the November 2 
ballot. 

Incidentally, San Francisco 
Sheriff Mike Hennessey, one of 
the most popular political figures 
in the city, is also on the ballot, 
but no opponent of significance 
has emerged. Some of Hen¬ 
nessey’s friends and supporters 
are helping him kick off his re- 
election campaign with a 
fundraiser and reception this 
Monday, August 9 from 6 to 8 
p.m. at Tosca Cafe, 242 Columbus 
(Donations of $50 and up are 
asked; 415-928-2992 for info). 

So much for the “right wing 
conspiracy” theory. Hillary Clin¬ 
ton, in the current issue of Tina 
Brown’s Talk magazine, com¬ 
menting on the infamous Moni¬ 
ca-Bill scandal, says that her hus¬ 
band is “a good man, but a weak 
one,” adding that his Oval Office 
actions with the power-climbing 
intern was “a sin of weakness.” 
Clinton continued about the pres¬ 
ident’s “weakness,” saying, “I 
thought this was resolved years 
ago; I though he had conquered 
it.” 

Meanwhile, Linda Tripp, the 
infamous snitch who started the 
entire scandal by illegally taping 
Ms. Monica’s accounts of the 
presidential tryst, is now facing 


charges of violating Maryland’s 
wiretapping laws, and it couldn’t 
happen to a nicer person; Tripp 
will plea bargain and will likely be 
slapped with a hefty fine and years 
of probation. 

Among most Republican op¬ 
eratives, the word seems to be that 
in the unlikely event that George 
W. Bush falters and blows the 
GOP nomination, the most likely 
benefactor would be Arizona U.S. 
Senator John McCain, a Repub¬ 
lican moderate. In a recent inter¬ 
view with the San Jose Mercury 
News, McCain had this to say 
about gays in the military and 
same-sex marriage: “I support the 
‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ policy, 
which does not exclude gays from 
the military. That policy has 
worked, with rare exceptions, 
though there may come a time 
when that policy may change and 
should be re-evaluated, but right 
now it’s working. As far as so- 
called same-sex marriage is Con¬ 
cerned, I don’t oppose it. I don’t 
approve of same-sex marriage, 
which is a right I have as a citizen. 
I never said that people of the 
same sex can’t get married, but I 
do not believe that same-sex mar¬ 
riages should be placed on the 
same level as heterosexual mar¬ 
riages for a whole variety of rea¬ 
sons. But if people want to have 
same-sex marriages, as people in 
San Francisco practice frequently, 
that’s fine. Let me mention one 
thing - it’s a small thing - but one 
of my best friends is a congress¬ 
man (from Arizona) named Jim 
Kolbe. He was ‘outed’ by an orga¬ 
nization, and I was asked about 
him at the time, and I said he was 
a dear friend, a great congress¬ 
man, and I would do everything 
to support his re-election. The 
mayor of Tempe, Arizona was 
later ‘outed’ and I said exactly the 
same thing; I campaigned for 
both of them (they are both Re¬ 
publicans, incidentally) as hard as 
I could, and I’m happy they were 
both re-elected. I do not believe in 
discrimination against homosex¬ 
uals; I’ve never asked, but I would 
imagine that a number of my 
friends who are my colleagues and 
who I respect a great deal are of 
that lifestyle.” 

From Hollywood: Milton 
Berle, the 91-year-old comedian 
who often dressed in drag as part 
of his classic comedy shtick, has 
filed a $6 million lawsuit against 
Century 21 Real Estate Corpora¬ 
tion and Lambda Publications for 
an ad that appeared in Lambda’s 
OUT magazine last year. The ad 
featured a photo of Berle doing a 
parody of singer Carmen Miran¬ 
da, with a caption reading: “Our 
team of friendly professionals 
know how to cater to royalty ... 
after all, every queen deserves a 
castle.” Berle says the implication 
that he is gay is libelous and he 
wants damages. 

Representative Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts) underwent 
heart bypass surgery last Friday, 
July 30 at Bethesda Naval Medical 
Center. A local friend says he is 
now recuperating at home and 
the surgery went well. 

Also in D.C., former House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich, long a 
champion of “family values” filed 
for divorce last week (his second) 
from his wife. 

Finally, our community lost 
one of its finest last week; rest in 
peace, Bill “Ginger” Harrison, 
you will be sorely missed. T

ONE’S supreme decision

This month in gay history: The 
Los Angeles postmaster seizes 
all copies of ONE, a gay maga¬ 
zine, on the grounds that the 
content is obscene, August 
1953. 

% hat was the Supreme 
Courts first pro-gay 
ruling? 

Romer v. Evans, the 1996 
Supreme Court decision that 
found Colorado’s anti-gay 
Amendment 2 unconstitutional, 
was not the first time the high 
court ruled in favor of gay peo¬ 
ple. In January 1958, the court 
delivered its first pro-gay 
ruling in ONE, Inc. v. Ole- 
son, a landmark decision 
that allowed lesbian and 
gay publications to be 
sent through the mail. 

ONE, Inc., a homophile 
educational organiza¬ 
tion, was founded in 
Los Angeles in 1952 
by about a dozen 
members (mostly 
men, with one woman) of the 
Mattachine Society. The group 
intended to publish a monthly 
magazine, also called ONE, in¬ 
stead of just participating in the 
Mattachine’s discussion groups. 
The name was chosen from a 
quote by 19th-century British es¬ 
sayist Thomas Carlyle: “A mysti¬ 
cal bond of brotherhood makes 
all men one.” 

One of the magazine’s early 
editors, Martin Block, recalled 
that, for the premier issue, “We 
thought if we had to, we would 
write articles ourselves. We called 
our friends and asked them to 
contribute.” The underlying mes¬ 
sage of the magazine, Block said, 
was that people could be proud to 
be gay. “That in itself was radical,” 
Block noted. “At that time, [being] 
gay ... was thought to be a dis¬ 
ease.” 

ONE appeared in January 




1953 with the Carlyle quote on 
the first page. It featured articles 
on the Mattachine Society and 
several personal essays. The 
longest essay, “To Be Accused Is 
to Be Guilty,” was by Dale Jen¬ 
nings, one of the magazine’s 
founders. Jennings described his 
entrapment in a Los Angeles 
park by a plainclothes policeman 
in 1952 and his subsequent trial 
and acquittal. “The only true 
pervert in the court room,” he 
quipped, “was the arresting offi¬ 
cer.” 

From the beginning, the 
founders insisted on a profes¬ 
sional look for the magazine. 
Even though they were paying 
the initial publication costs 
themselves, they opted to 
typeset and print ONE in¬ 
stead of mimeographing it 
(which is how many un¬ 
derground organiza¬ 
tions reproduced their 
publications). ONE dis¬ 
tinguished itself with 
bold graphics, eye¬ 
catching artwork 
and, eventually, paid 
advertising (one of 
the first ads was for men’s paja¬ 
mas). 

To distribute the new maga¬ 
zine, the staff visited newsstands 
that carried physique magazines 
(which attracted gay buyers) and 
asked them to also carry ONE. 
They found a pool of eager sub¬ 
scribers in the membership of 
the Mattachine Society, and, 
within a few months, ONE was 
selling 2,000 copies a month. Its 
readership, of course, was much 
higher because many people 
would pass their copies along to 
friends after reading them. 

Besides drawing gay readers, 
however, ONE also caught the 
attention of law enforcement of¬ 
ficials. At the height of the Mc¬ 
Carthy witch-hunts, FBI agents 
in Los Angeles began collecting 
copies of the magazine in hopes 
of finding obscene or commu¬ 
nist content. In July 1953, the 
FBI initiated a full-scale investi¬ 
gation, sending copies of the 
magazine every month to the na¬ 
tional headquarters in Washing¬ 
ton. FBI agents even wrote letters 
to the employers of ONE’S edi¬ 
tors, advising them that their 
employees were “deviants” and 
“security risks.” Despite these 
underhanded tactics, none of the 
ONE staffers lost their day jobs, 
and the FBI never succeeded in 
shutting the magazine down. 

Postal authorities, however, 
were nearly able to close the 
magazine several times. The first 
time was in August 1953, when 
the Los Angeles postmaster 
seized all copies of ONE on the 
grounds that its content was ob¬ 
scene. But U.S. Post Office offi¬ 
cials in Washington decided that 
ONE did not violate federal law. 


The following year, a Republican 
senator from Wisconsin, Alexan¬ 
der Wiley, renewed the attack on 
ONE, writing to the postmaster 
general to protest “the use of the 
United States mails to transmit a 
so-called ‘magazine’ devoted to 
the advancement of sexual per¬ 
version.” Wiley’s letter led to a 
second effort by the post office 
to keep ONE out of the hands of 
its subscribers. 

In October 1954, postal offi¬ 
cials once again seized the maga¬ 
zine and charged the editors 
with sending obscene material 
through the mail, a violation of 
the 1873 Comstock Act. The post 
office cited a poem, “Lord 
Samuel and Lord Montague,” 
and a short story, “Sappho Re¬ 
membered,” as “obscene, lewd, 
lascivious, and filthy” (obvious¬ 
ly thinking one adjective wasn’t 
enough). The poem offended, 
officials claimed, because it sug¬ 
gested that homosexuality was 
common among British lords. 
The short story was “lustful” be¬ 
cause it depicted a woman who 
left her fiance for another 
woman. 

ONE’S editors hired a hetero¬ 
sexual defense attorney, who ar¬ 
gued in federal district court that 
ONE was educational and strove 
simply “to create understanding 
of an extremely knotty social 
problem.” But the judge ruled for 
the post office, contending that 
the magazine was intended not to 
educate but to “stimulate the lust 
of the homosexual reader.” On ap¬ 
peal, a second judge concurred, 
dismissing ONE as “cheap 
pornography.” 

Determined, ONE took its 
case all the way to the Supreme 
Court. On January 13, 1958, the 
court delivered an astonishing 
unanimous pro-gay decision, 
overturning the rulings of the 
two lower courts and limiting 
the power of the Comstock Act. 
As a result, lesbian and gay pub¬ 
lications could be mailed with¬ 
out legal repercussions, though 
many continued to experience 
harassment from the post office 
and U.S. Customs. 

Over the years, ONE, Inc. ex¬ 
panded its focus beyond the 
magazine, publishing books and 
pamphlets and offering classes. 
Though ONE magazine folded 
in 1967, ONE Institute for Ho¬ 
mophile Studies continued the 
educational mission of the 
group’s founders. ▼

Testimony in Gaither 
murder case continues

mM estitytpoy coptiqued Wednes¬ 
day, August 4, in the Rock- 
f§ ford, Alabama, murder trial 
of two men charged with the 
brutal slaying of a gay man. 

Charles Butler Jr. and Steven 
Eric Mullins allegedly kidnapped 
Billy Jack Gaither and beat him to 
death with an ax handle before 
throwing his lifeless body onto a 
burning pile of gasoline-soaked 
tires in February. 

Butler turned down a prosecu¬ 
tion offer of life in prison without 
parole in exchange for his testi¬ 
mony against Mullins. But when 
the offer was made to Mullins he 
accepted, and plans to testify 
against his co-defendant. 

In turning down the plea bar¬ 
gain, Butler said, “I was there and 


I beat the guy, but I didn’t kill no¬ 
body.” 

Coosa County sheriff’s inves¬ 
tigators say Mullins and Butler 
confessed to kidnapping Gaither 
from a bar after he made a pass at 
one of them. They say Gaither was 
taken to an area in rural Coosa 
County, where he was beaten to 
death before his body was burned. 

Prosecution witness Sharon 
Pullen, a convenience store clerk, 
testified Tuesday that she sold 
gasoline to Butler and Mullins 
February 19, before Gaither was 
killed. Gaither’s mother told the 
court about the life of her 39- 
year-old son, insisting he was a 
good man. Butler, a 21-year-old 
construction worker, faces the 
death penalty if convicted of the 
murder and hate crime. 

The trial is expected to take at 
least one week. T

With Lambda Letters, 
you’ve got mail!

S acramento resident Boyce 
Hinman recalls that he was 
“real impressed with half a 
million strong” at the March on 
Washington in 1987. “It sure 
seemed to me that should impress 
our legislators,” says Hinman, 
now 60. “But within two days 
Congress had passed the Helms 
amendments that essentially 
emasculated AIDS education pro¬ 
grams.” That’s when it became 
clear to him that massive demon¬ 
strations might have their place, 
but legislators were more likely to 
respond to direct communica¬ 
tions from their constituents. 

As a result, Hinman and his 
partner, Larry Beaty, founded 
Lambda Letters in 1988. Lambda 
Letters is the oldest statewide lob¬ 
bying organization in California 
for the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) community. 
It identifies legislation important 
to LGBT people, people of color, 
and women, then alerts its mem¬ 
bers - and, through its members, 
an unknown host of others - to 
respond to legislators through 
letters and e-mails. It even com¬ 
poses sample letters that mem¬ 
bers can use as a template to fash¬ 
ion their own, or (as is too often 
the case) simply plagiarize. 

Lambda Letters delivered over 
120,000 letters and messages to 
elected officials last year. 

It does all this with no paid 
employees. 

Hinman likes to joke that - 
until the last election - former 
Governor Pete Wilson was paying 
his salary. That’s because Hinman 
retired from state government in 
1992. From its beginning in 1988 
until his retirement, Hinman and 
a host of volunteers worked on 
the project after hours and on 
weekends. He remembers “in 
1988 we collected about 900 let¬ 
ters. In just the month of May this 
year, we collected over 45,000 let¬ 
ters and e-mails.” 

Hinman is quick to admit he 
has a lot of help; currently, how¬ 
ever, he’s down to two legislative 
analysts, when he could use four. 
Hinman and the legislative ana¬ 
lysts do the research and write the 
sample letters, while about 40 
other volunteers put together the 
newsletter, design and run the 
web page, put together the snail- 
mail mailing, raise money, and 
Hinman confesses, “poor Larry 
gets sucked into a lot of the cleri¬ 
cal work.” 

He notes with justifiable pride, 
“We’ve done really well this year 
with one major exception,” refer¬ 
ring to AB 222, which would have

added sexual orientation to the 
non-discrimination policy for 
California schools. He notes that 
there was one more defeat - “a 
bill to eliminate state taxes on 
health insurance for domestic 
partners that didn’t get nearly the 
media coverage” - that would 
have relieved inequitable systems 
of taxation for domestic partners, 
compared with spouses. He ex¬ 
plains, in a style that confirms his 
years as a government bureau¬ 
crat, “Under current state law, if 
an employer grants domestic 
partner benefits to the domestic 
partner of the employers’ em¬ 
ployee, then the employee has to 
pay income tax on the employer’s 
contribution.” 

Lambda Letters sent out 15 e- 
mail alerts in May. An alert gives a 
description of the bill and why it’s 
important, a list of legislators with 
their e-mail addresses (which can 
vary depending on where the bill 
is at any given moment) and a 
sample letter. A bill that actually 
becomes a law begins in a com¬ 
mittee of either the Assembly or 
the Senate. If it costs money, it 
goes from the committee where it 
was introduced to the appropria¬ 
tions committee. Once money is 
allocated, it goes to the floor of the 
house of origin. Then it travels to 
the opposite house where it again 
must pass through two commit¬ 
tees before it is considered by the 
full body and finally to the gover¬ 
nor’s desk. Lambda tracks a bill 
through the entire process, and 
tries to send out alerts at each 
stage, though Hinman admits that 
is sometimes impossible with an 
all-volunteer staff. 

While it is very hard to vali¬ 
date that Lambda is directly re¬ 
sponsible for successful legislative 
action, Hinman thinks there is at 
least one example of where they 
were. In 1998, Assemblywoman 
Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa Monica) 


announced at a Lambda gather¬ 
ing that her “Equity in Education 
Act” was dead, because she didn’t 
have the votes to get it out of 
committee. “Well, we had already 
begun collecting letters on that, 
and by the time we were through, 
we had delivered 900 letters to the 
committee.” That committee 
passed the bill, and it eventually 
became law. As a result, schools 
are now required to give women 
equal access to educational op¬ 
portunities that males have. 

TG strategy session 

One area of concern for Hin¬ 
man is the transgender commu¬ 
nity, which he feels is lagging far 
behind the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity in terms of winning 
rights and recognition. He had 
hoped transgenders might be in¬ 
cluded in AB 1001, a bill that 
seeks to ban sexual orientation 
discrimination in employment, 
housing and public accommoda¬ 
tions. (AB 1001 is currently being 
considered.) “But there wasn’t 
any support for it from most of 
the [LGBT] community or from 
legislators. Basically people were 
saying - perhaps with accuracy - 
that we had a good chance of 
passing a bill to protect lesbians 
and gays this year, but we would 
sink it if we tried to add trans¬ 
genders to it.” But he feels like 
next year is the time to begin in¬ 
cluding transgenders, and a plan¬ 
ning meeting was held last month 
in San Francisco. Representatives 
from various transgender organi¬ 
zations were there, and began 
strategizing for the future. 

Recently, Hinman was looking 
up the counties of the Democrats 
who did not vote for AB 222, to 
find out how many Lambda 
members are in those counties. 
He hopes to build their member¬ 
ship in those areas to prepare for 
when Kuehl reintroduces the bill, 
perhaps as early as January. 

Lambda members get a 
monthly newsletter, sample letters, 
and background information on 
the bills. Hinman says they only 
recently began charging an annu¬ 
al $30 membership fee to hire 
someone to replace him when he 
retires - again - at the end of next 
year. He insists, however, that “we 
have a very strong waiver policy, so 
if somebody needs us to waive the 
dues, we do.” ▼

Clinton meets with 
elected gays, lesbians

E leven openly gay and lesbian 
elected officials met in the 
White House with President 
Bill Clinton last Wednesday, July 
28. It was billed as the first ever 
such meeting, though other 
White House meetings have in¬ 
cluded openly gay officials among 
the attendees. 

Richard Socarides, a special as¬ 
sistant to the president and liaison 
to the gay community, suggested 



the idea as one of an ongoing se¬ 
ries of coffee klatches that the 
president holds with constituents. 
The meetings all run about 90 
minutes and are a relatively free¬ 
form discussion. 

Socarides contacted Brian 
Bond, executive director of the Gay 
and Lesbian Victory Fund, which 
supports openly gay candidates for 
all levels of office. Bond says that 
together they pared the list of 180 
such officials down to 25-30 “who 
have something pretty hot and 
heavy going on in their state or ju¬ 
risdiction that the president could 
learn from.” They tried to create a 
diverse mix of interests and geog¬ 
raphy. Socarides made the final de¬ 
cision on invitees. 

The officials met for a briefing 
prior to the event. Allan Spear, 
president of the Minnesota state 
Senate, said, “I’m tired of people 
asking me about my governor.” 
But when they walked across the 
street, the first question out of the 
president’s mouth was, “So what’s 
Jesse Ventura like?”

The meeting took place in the 
Cabinet Room and each partici¬ 
pant was curious as to who nor¬ 
mally sat in their seat. Arizona 
state Representative Ken 
Cheuvront was in the vice presi¬ 
dent’s chair. He said the discus¬ 
sions “touched on a wide range of 
issues of concern to all of our 
constituents,” not just gay and les¬ 
bian issues. 

The only Northern California 
representative at the meeting was 
Dr. Juanita Owens, president of 
the San Francisco Board of Edu¬ 
cation. She told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that she was honored to be 
included in the session. “It was an 
informal, open discussion with 
him. I spoke about queer youth 
and hate crimes,” Owens said. 

Massachusetts state Represen¬ 
tative Liz Malia called the meeting 
“very substantive and productive. 
We are hopeful that the president 
will take action that will ensure 
that his administration leaves a 
legacy of fairness for future gen¬ 
erations.” 

All of those in attendance were 
Democrats. Bond said, “There re¬ 
ally weren’t that many Republi¬ 
cans to choose from.” D.C. area 
politicians were excluded and Ari¬ 
zona’s Cheuvront got the nod as a 
strong supporter of the Democra¬ 
tic Leadership Conference and the 
president. 

Some people are saying, “What’s 
the big deal?” While to others, what 
strikes them is that seven years into 
this presidency, Clinton still had 
not held a meeting with openly gay 
elected officials. And when he fi¬ 
nally did, it was kept off the public 
calendar of events. The only pho¬ 
tos allowed were taken outside the 
White House, and Clinton was not 
present. 

Bond said the greatest impor¬ 
tance of the meeting was simply 
getting Clinton’s attention on gay 
issues for a period of time.

Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this 
results in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men 
in their 20s. 

Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this 
type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. A 
II men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied 
for an additional 12 months.

Killer hydroxyurea?

* n anti-HIV drug regimen 
I containing hydroxyurea is 
responsible for the deaths of 
at least two PWAs (people living 
with AIDS) and the hospitalization 
of at least three others with severe 
liver disorders. The scope of the 
problem remains unclear, but the 
federal Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration (FDA) has begun to seek 
out information on the matter. 

A growing number of PWAs 
have embraced hydroxyurea regi¬ 
mens. Some have exhausted ther¬ 
apy options while others are seek¬ 
ing to avoid side effects such as 
lipodystrophy (disfiguring shifts 
in body fat) most commonly as¬ 
sociated with the use of protease 
inhibitors. No one knows how 
many PWAs may be on a hydrox¬ 
yurea-containing regimen. 

The first published report of 
hydroxyurea-induced hepatitis 
appeared as a short article in the 
July issue of the journal Clinical 
Infectious Diseases. Lead author 
Dr. Sharon B. Weissman described 
two 1998 cases in Cleveland. An 
HIV-positive woman on a combi¬ 
nation therapy containing hy¬ 
droxyurea developed fulminant 
hepatitis and died of severe he¬ 
patic necrosis of the liver. 

A male patient on a different 
drug combination began to devel¬ 
op similar symptoms. He was 
hospitalized, all medications were 
stopped, and liver function grad¬ 
ually returned to normal. Several 
months later he was able to restart 
the combination, minus hydrox¬ 
yurea, and liver functions re¬ 
mained stable. 

In essence, hydroxyurea allows 
more of some AIDS drugs to enter 
cells and poison their mitochon¬ 
dria, often called the “power pac” 
of cells. This causes the cells and 
eventually the liver to die. 

Tip of the iceberg? 

Are these two incidents the only 
examples of the problem? In an ex¬ 
clusive investigation, this reporter 
has learned of three other incidents, 
in Los Angeles and Washington, 
D.C. They have led to one death 
and two serious hospitalizations. 

Dr. Jorge Rodriguez is a liver 
specialist in Orange County, Cal¬ 
ifornia. His practice includes 400- 
500 HIV-positive patients. A fe¬ 
male patient on combination 
therapy containing hydroxyurea 
became jaundiced in mid-April, 
was hospitalized a week later, and 
soon died of liver failure. 

Michael Smith (not his real 
name) was luckier. The resident of 
Northern Virginia had been on a 
regimen containing hydroxyurea 
since February and began “feeling 
really lousy” just before Memorial 
Day. He was hospitalized with de¬ 
hydration. Lab tests revealed high 
bilirubin and modestly elevated 
liver enzymes. But his HIV doctor 
was away so Smith was discharged 
from the hospital after five days. 

A week later he returned to see 
his specialist, Dr. David Melnick. 
Smith again was dehydrated and 
was re-admitted to the hospital. 
He showed even higher levels of 
bilirubin, this time into the 20s 
[the normal range is one or less]. 

A liver biopsy confirmed mito¬ 
chondrial damage. 

Melnick stopped all medica¬ 
tions and at the suggestion of ex¬ 
perts at the National Institutes of 
Health began administering Carn- 
itor (1-carnitine) a carrier of amino 
acids to mitochondria. It seemed 
to have a positive effect. Smith was 
released from the hospital a week 
later, extremely weak, needing re¬ 


habilitation to rebuild his strength. 

“This particular case is a good 
example,” says Melnick. “He had 
been on these meds for months, 
doing fine, doing fine, doing fine. 
He had one abnormal set of liver 
function tests and two weeks later 
was almost D-E-A-D.” Melnick 
has a second patient who also re¬ 
covered from a near death experi¬ 
ence with hydroxyurea. 

Common factors 

“We may have just over¬ 
whelmed the liver and expected it 
to recover too many times from too 
many assaults,” offers Lark Lands, 
science editor of POZ magazine. 
“History may be part of it, the par¬ 
ticular drug combo may be part of 
it, and there may be genetic things 
about people’s livers, who knows?” 

Information is sketchy but 
there do appear to be some char¬ 
acteristics shared by the patients. 
They are in their 40s, have been 
HIV-positive for more than a 
decade, and have been on a num¬ 
ber of different antiviral regimens. 
The two reported deaths have 
been in women, who compose a 


very small portion of the long¬ 
term HIV-infected population. 

The only drugs common 
among them were d4t and hy¬ 
droxyurea. Some had been on 
protease inhibitors while others 
had not, likewise with ddl. 

Symptoms appeared three to 
four months after beginning or 
adding hydroxyurea to the regi¬ 
men. They began wifh a general 
malaise and led to an abdominal 
focus of pain, often with signs of 
hepatitis. Lab tests showed climb¬ 
ing levels of bilirubin, but liver 
enzymes increased only modestly 
if at all. The entire process was 
quite rapid, only three weeks from 
onset to severe disease or death. 

What to watch for 

“In theory, watch for elevated 
liver enzymes,” suggests Melnick. 
He realizes that is not very helpful 
because many patients on combi¬ 
nation therapy show elevated liver 
enzymes, “but only a small por¬ 
tion go on to develop the full¬ 
blown syndrome.” 

Scarier still is the possibility 
that the warning sign of elevated 


liver enzymes will be completely 
missing. If great portions of the 
liver are dead, says Rodriguez, it 
will be incapable of producing 
large amounts of those enzymes, 
and levels may be elevated only 
modestly. “You’re not going to be 
getting liver enzymes into the three 
and four thousands like you might 
with any other acute hepatitis.” 

He advises watching for jaun¬ 
dice and monitoring bilirubin as 
signs of liver function. “There is no 
reason to have a bilirubin even in 
the twos.” He says that anything 
higher is probably a good indica¬ 
tion to just stop all therapy and wait 
for liver function to normalize. 

Both doctors advise stopping 
all medications, including sleep¬ 
ing pills and over-the-counter 
pain killers, until liver functions 
return to normal. 

Smith is grateful to have pulled 
through his ordeal and is eager to 
restart his antiretrovirals, but not 
hydroxyurea. “Melnick told me 
when I went back into the hospital 
that I had a 50-50 chance of pulling 
through this. I think I came close 
enough to the Grim Reaper.” T

Government studies: 

Seven million lives a 
year is not chicken shit 


by Bill Snow 


The Lifesaving Vaccine Technolo¬ 
gy Act of 1999 was introduced by 
Congresswoman Nancy Pelosi (D- 
San Francisco) earlier this year. 
This is the second of two articles 
on why the proposal is needed. 

1 jf accines are among the most 
lyf powerful and cost effective 
disease prevention tools 
available and new vaccines are 
needed to fight existing and 
emerging disease threats. Govern¬ 
ments play a crucial role in fund¬ 
ing the basic science of vaccine re¬ 
search, but it is private biotech 
and pharmaceutical companies 
that have much of the expertise to 
take the findings of basic research 
and develop them into commer¬ 


cially viable vaccines. 

Private sector pharmaceutical 
manufacturers have recently 
begun to dedicate increased at¬ 
tention to vaccine research, but 
investment in vaccines for specif¬ 
ic diseases is often not propor¬ 
tional to the death and suffering 
caused by these maladies. AIDS, 
malaria, and tuberculosis (TB) to¬ 
gether account for over seven mil¬ 
lion deaths annually worldwide. 
But there are market disincentives 
for investment in vaccines against 
these major killers, and relatively 
few vaccines against these diseases 
are now in development at phar¬ 
maceutical and biotech compa¬ 
nies. Once vaccines are developed, 
they are too often not readily 
available to people in developing 
countries where infectious dis¬ 
eases kill millions annually. 


Government has an important 
role to play in providing incentives 
to help the market work more ef¬ 
fectively to address the biggest pub¬ 
lic health opportunities. Represen¬ 
tative Nancy Pelosi’s proposal, the 
Lifesaving Vaccine Technology Act, 
for a targeted research and develop¬ 
ment tax credit for vaccines against 
AIDS, malaria, and TB, could speed 
development of preventive 
weapons against these diseases, sav¬ 
ing millions of lives and billions of 
dollars in treatment costs and pro¬ 
ductivity losses. This credit would 
also provide a stimulus for private 
sector research in areas most scien¬ 
tifically challenging and important 
to global public health. In addition, 
this bill provides support for an in¬ 
ternational effort to expand access 
to vaccines, and for use of flexible 
pricing as one approach to make 
lifesaving vaccines more affordable 
in developing countries. Each of 
these diseases is potentially vaccine 
preventable. 

The impact of 
these diseases

TB causes more deaths than 
any other infectious disease, 
killing three million people annu¬ 
ally. One hundred thousand chil¬ 
dren die from TB each year. Ac¬ 
cording to the World Health Or¬ 
ganization (WHO), “it is estimat¬ 
ed that between now and 2020, 
nearly one billion more peoj)je 
will be newly infected, 200 million 
people will get sick, and 70 mil¬ 
lion will die from TB - if control 
is not strengthened.” In the Unit¬ 
ed States, over 19,000 cases of TB 
are reported annually. Multi drug- 
resistant TB exists in the U.S. and 
internationally. Current TB pre¬ 
vention measures, including ther¬ 
apy for the disease and a vaccine 
developed early in the century, 
provide incomplete control. 

According to the WHO, malar¬ 
ia kills over two million people a 
year, and the disease is an impor¬ 
tant public health problem in 90 
countries inhabited by 2.4 billion 
people - 40 percent of the world’s 
population. Each year, approxi¬ 
mately one million deaths among 
children under five years of age are 
attributed to malaria alone or in 
combination with other diseases. 
In the U.S. there are over 1,000 
cases of malaria annually. Accord¬ 
ing one malaria expert, “conven¬ 
tional control measures ... appear 
increasingly inadequate to the 
task: as a result of the spread of 
drug-resistant parasites and insec¬ 
ticide-resistant mosquitoes, fewer 
tools to control malaria exist today 
than did 25 years ago.” 

The United Nations AIDS Pro¬ 
gramme (UNAIDS), reports that 
HIV/AIDS was responsible for 2.5 
million deaths in 1998, of which 
over half a million were children 
under 15. In the United States, as 
many as 900,000 are living with 
HIV disease, and 40,000 people 
are newly infected every year. Each 
day in the world, 16,000 people are 
newly infected with HIV. In Zim¬ 
babwe and Botswana, as many as 
25 percent of the adult population 
is HIV-infected. Behavioral pre¬ 
vention interventions for HIV 
have proven effective at reducing 
infection rates in the U.S. and in¬ 
ternationally. But many factors, 
including political obstacles, in¬ 
sufficient prevention funding, 
forced sexual encounters, and the 
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difficulty of maintaining safe be¬ 
havior over a lifetime, mean that a 
vaccine will be required for con¬ 
trol of this worldwide epidemic. 

A 1997 Institute of Medicine 
report stated that, “due to the ease 
of rapid international travel, 
emerging and drug-resistant in¬ 
fectious diseases in one country 
represent a threat to the health 
and economies of all countries ... 
the United States should ... 
broaden the scope of its research 
and development activities to in¬ 
clude health problems that im¬ 
pose the greatest burden of dis¬ 
ease around the world, toward 
whose alleviation we can make 
important contributions.” 

Corporate investment 
decisions 

Daunting scientific challenges 
and uncertainties about return on 
financial investment make re¬ 
search on vaccines for the top in¬ 
fectious diseases comparatively 
unattractive. Malaria, TB, and 
HIV each present unique scientif¬ 
ic difficulties. For example, in the 
case of HIV, scientists agree that a 
vaccine is possible, but no perfect 
animal model exists; recovery 
from infection has not been doc¬ 
umented, the immune responses 
that would protect from infection 
are not known, and the virus is 
highly variable. The economic 
picture is no better. For each of 
these major killers, the vast ma¬ 
jority of cases of disease - and 
greatest need for a vaccine - is in 
poorer countries that have scarce 
resources to purchase vaccines, 
even highly cost-effective ones. 

Faced with these realities, the 
chief executive officers of biotech 
and pharmaceutical companies 
have a difficult time justifying to 
their boards of directors a signifi¬ 
cant investment in long term de¬ 
velopmental research toward 
these vaccines. Other pharmaceu¬ 
tical research and development 
opportunities, such as antidepres¬ 
sants or vaccines for diseases 
more common in the U.S. and 
Europe, present surer investment 
opportunities. It is therefore no 
surprise that private sector invest¬ 
ment in vaccines for these three 
diseases has been severely limited. 
Although it is difficult to measure 
the exact level of private sector in¬ 


vestment, several authoritative 
sources have reported a serious 
lack of private interest. 

For example, WHO reports 
that,"... vaccine manufacturers 
are no longer falling over each 
other in the rush to develop an 
HIV vaccine. Some of the smaller 
biotechnology companies have al- 


partisan support for significant in¬ 
creases in NIH appropriations. 

The Lifesaving Vaccine Tech¬ 
nology Act acknowledges the 
equally powerful asset of the Amer¬ 
ican pharmaceutical and biotech¬ 
nology industry. Though NIH has 
and does develop drugs and vac¬ 
cines, it is the start ups, the special-

ready fallen by the wayside, unable 
to sustain the long term invest¬ 
ment needed to tackle the scientif¬ 
ic obstacles involved. And of the 
few major vaccine manufacturers 
that remain, most are struggling to 
maintain their research programs.” 

Of malaria vaccine research, 
WHO notes that, “most research is 
still being carried out within the 
public sector and not by vaccine 
manufacturers.” The National In¬ 
stitutes of Health (NIH) Blueprint 
for Tuberculosis Vaccine Develop¬ 
ment notes that, “uncertainties 
exist within the vaccine industry 
as to the markets for tuberculosis 
vaccines, the willingness of public 
and private sectors to pay for such 
vaccines, and possibilities for eco¬ 
nomic returns.” Of the 43 vaccines 
listed in the Pharmaceutical Re¬ 
search and Manufacturers of 
America (PhRMA) 1998 survey of 
pharmaceutical company R8cD, 
none were for vaccines against 
malaria, HIV, or TB. 

Government vs. 
industry research 

The NIH is a preeminent world 
resource for scientific discovery and 
innovation because of its size, its 
peer review system, and the breadth 
and quality of its work, both 
through grants to external investi¬ 
gators and through its intramural 
labs. It also has a widely respected 
clinical center. Congress has ac¬ 
knowledged this valuable asset to 
society and the economy with bi- 
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ized companies, and the industrial 
giants that control a large part of 
the nations expertise and experi¬ 
ence for developing vaccines. 

Some private companies may 


be less inclined to work with gov¬ 
ernment on a grant or contract 
basis than academics who depend 
solely on public support. Compa¬ 
nies are justifiably protective, to 
maintain control of their own 
programs. Such autonomy stimu¬ 
lates diverse approaches, while the 
need for products that are ulti¬ 
mately profit-making stimulates a 
sense of urgency. Competition 
among companies and between 
public and privately developed 
approaches is healthy at this stage 
of exploration and development 
for these vaccines. Many ap¬ 
proaches will have to be devel¬ 
oped and tested over many years 
to find the ones that work best. 

Precedents for 
this approach 

Congress has already success¬ 
fully created several tax credits to 
spur research and development of 
pharmaceuticals and other prod¬ 
ucts. The Research and Experi¬ 
mentation Tax Credit, enacted in 


1981, offers an incentive for an¬ 
nual increases in R8cD in any 
field. The law provides a 20 per¬ 
cent tax credit on new research 
and development expenditures 
over the previous year’s level. The 
Orphan Drug Act, enacted in 
1983, offers incentives for devel¬ 
opment of drugs that would not 
be commercially viable because 
they are needed by relatively few 
individuals. That act provides a 50 
percent tax credit on costs of 
human clinical trials and seven- 
year marketing exclusivity. 

Even with these existing cred¬ 
its, there remain major disincen¬ 
tives for investment in vaccines 
against malaria, TB, and HIV. 
Those credits are available for use 
on a variety of products that offer 
comparatively more likely and 
rapid returns on investment. The 
Lifesaving Vaccine Technology 
Act provides an additional credit 
in acknowledgment of the special 
need and particular disincentives 
for these vaccines. ▼

shelter operated with minimal 
problems, Leno acknowledged it 
was a stopgap measure. 

Residents and merchants who 
supported and who opposed the 
temporary shelter have been 
meeting since June trying to come 
up with a consensus for a more 
permanent solution and the for¬ 
mer athletic club might be the an¬ 
swer. The athletic club was one of 
the suggested sites from the com¬ 
munity group. 

“We’re not going back to the 
rec center,” Leno said. “Of course, 
we want to be very sensitive to the 


immediate neighborhood. With 
the design of the project, there 
should be a minimal effect on 
17th Street residents.” 

Leno also pointed out that 
Larkin Street Youth Center has 
started renovating a building on 
Ellis Street that will be a perma¬ 
nent shelter for older youth and is 
expected to open in October. [See 
story, page 3.] He added, however, 
that there is a great need for shel¬ 
ter space. 

The new proposal includes an 
array of services, such as basic in¬ 
take and referral; crisis interven¬ 
tion, counseling, case manage¬ 
ment, and job referral; respite 
space during the day to keep 
clients off the street; outreach and 


referral workers from other agen¬ 
cies to provide linkages to appro¬ 
priate related service providers; 
and collaboration with other so¬ 
cial service agencies in the area to 
provide primary physical and psy¬ 
cho-social support services. 

The plan calls for a minimum 
of two professionally trained staff 
members on site at all times; the 
shelter would be administered by 
a director and an associate direc¬ 
tor who would have direct pro¬ 
gram responsibilities. ▼

both among our employees and 
among our customers. We are not 
merely complying with the San 
Francisco ordinance as the court 
has ruled, but are offering a 
broader package of domestic 
partner benefits to our employees 
and retirees,” Goodwin stated. 

What’s offered 

The benefits that will be pro¬ 
vided to employees’ domestic 
partners will vary. For those who 
cannot legally marry and are not 
related by blood or law, the bene¬ 
fits package will include: medical 
and dental benefits, COBRA ben¬ 
efits, dependent life insurance, 
pension survivor benefits, be¬ 
reavement leave, and travel bene¬ 
fits, including pass travel and 
emergency travel. For employees 
who work in San Francisco who 
have a domestic partner whom 
they can legally marry, United, in 
compliance with the court’s rul¬ 
ing, will extend travel, paid be¬ 
reavement and family medical 
leave benefits.

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after the airline filed its lawsuit 
against the city - said they were 
overjoyed at the news.

year-old son they adopted while 
living in New York. The boy says 
he is quitting the scouts because 
of his father’s dismissal. 

An American Civil Liberties 
Union lawyer notes there are no 
anti-discrimination laws protect¬ 
ing gays in central Florida.

number of newly funded pro¬ 
grams that will go a long way to¬ 
ward its ultimate aim of becoming 
the world’s largest private charity. 

Bill Gates Jr. lives with his wife 
and family in a mansion on the 
shores of Lake Washington near 
Seattle. Gates and his wife Melin¬ 
da have previously funded a fam¬ 
ily charity that currently has $10 
billion in its coffers and ranks fifth 
in the league of the world’s phil¬ 
anthropic foundations. 

The elder Gates, who runs the 
family foundation, said one of his 
son’s favorite books is Andrew 
Carnegie’s The Gospel of Wealth, 


in which the philanthropist wrote, 
“The man who dies rich dies in 
disgrace.” 

Gates Sr. said his 43-year-old 
son and daughter-in-law have been 
worried about world health since 
their visits to South Africa and 
India in the mid-1990s. He said the 
couple found themselves increas¬ 
ingly concerned about the effects of 
disease and poverty in developing 
countries. “Bill and Melinda believe 
that one’s success is not some sort 
of God-given thing,” he said. 

In May, the Gates Foundation 
donated more than $20 million to 
the International AIDS Vaccine 


Initiative, a group based in New 
York that invests money in a 
number of research teams looking 
to cure AIDS. 

Some have criticized Gates Jr. 
for making relatively small dona¬ 
tions to charity and he has been 
especially scorned for making do¬ 
nations of Microsoft-based com¬ 
puters to libraries. 

Gates Sr. said: “My son is going 
to have critics all his life because of 
his wealth. But I’m optimistic now 
that we have put to rest any criti¬ 
cism on the basis of his not being 
sufficiently generous. We’ve pretty 
much drowned that out.” ▼

FAMILY 
VALUES IN 
THE TRIO’

F amily, aka “the F word,” comes in 
many forms, or so says Hermine 
Huntgeburth’s bittersweet black 
comedy The Trio (1998). This Ger¬ 
man film, which played to approving 
audiences at the recent Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival, offers a peculiar, 
perhaps unique vision of family: an 
aging evil queen, his tomboy daughter 
(by a “heterosexual misadventure”), 
and his lover. What binds the three 
isn’t exactly a staple of family values 
— they’re petty thieves who stage 
elaborate scenarios to separate vari¬ 
ous upright citizens from their money 
— but ultimately they indeed find 
value in their feelings for each other. 

The aging queen is Zobel (Gotz 
George), who looks,like a dissipated 
linebacker — or a real-life version of 
one of Maurice Sendak’s “Wild 
Things” — but parades around in er¬ 
mine, alternately charming and abus¬ 
ing his daughter and lover. The er¬ 
mine notwithstanding, he’s the leader 
of the group by sheer force of will and 
a flair for dramatizing every little 
thing. His daughter is Lizzie (Jeanette 
Hain), a butch young thing who tries 
to keep some of her father’s excesses 
in check, particularly as concerns his 
lover Karl (Christian Redl). One of 
her specialties is picking up a guy at a 
bar and robbing him while they make 
out. Poor Karl, who wears a pitiful wig 
and returns Lizzie’s kindness by try¬ 
ing to protect her from daddy, en¬ 
dures endless humiliations. Zobel up¬ 
braids him for bungling jobs, threat¬ 
ens to expel him from their trailer and 
their lives, and forces him to prance 
around in a spangly dress lip-synch¬ 
ing to a Motown tune as a prelude to 
lovemaking. 

Karl’s hold on life never seems 
more than tenuous, and when he dies 
after a car accident, Zobel and Lizzie 
are inconsolable. Fortunately, they re¬ 
member that Karl had been robbed 
shortly before his death by a fetching 
young mechanic, Rudolf (Felix Eitner).

A nyone who thinks San Francisco’s 
hippie counterculture died out with 
the 1960s hasn’t been to any raves rev 
cently, arid certainly hasn’t talked with 
Jimmy Siegel, proprietor of Distractions 
head shop in the Haight/Ashbury district. 
- Siegel is one of the living links between 
the Flower Power era of the ’60s and the 
■ electronic-music/rave revolution of the 
’90s. Although he’s a mere 43 years old, 
when he runs through the history of the 
Haight/Ashbury, rattling off dates, names, 
addresses, and events at will, he sounds like 
a living encyclopedia of local countercul¬ 
tural knowledge. Siegel symbolizes the 
queer hippie kid made good, who never 
lost his roots in the underground scene, 
but who blossomed into a wildly successful 
small-business entrepreneur, Victorian- 
home renovator, property owner, defender 
of the Fallon Building, and most recently, 
rave and electronic-music promoter. 

Siegel grew up in Daly City, and started 
visiting the Haight with his parents in the 
mid-1960s, when he was 10. In 1969, by age 
13, he came regularly to the Haight on his 
own, made friends with the hippies, and 
started smoking pot and doing psychedelics; 
by age 16, after his family moved to the East 
Coast to get him away from the scene, he 
fled on his own back to the Haight, so en¬ 
amored was he of the counterculture.

H i § hat if your dear Auntie 
Marne were a ruthless 
bunko artist? While she 
charms the husk right off of your 
corn, she’ll be checking out the 
limits on your credit cards. 

That the focal character in 
Douglas Carter Beane’s As Bees in 
Honey Drown recalls the effortful 
effervescence of Marne Dennis, 
not to mention that of Holly Go- 
lightly and Sally Bowles, may 
seem at first to be derivative. Ac¬ 
tually, it is, but in a surprising and 
purposeful way. 

And that these heroines were 
invented by gay writers, who then 
created quasi-straight stand-ins to 
fall under these ladies’ allures, is 
also significant. In the play, young 
gay novelist Evan Wyler doesn’t 
create the crushingly fabulous 
Alexa Vere de Vere — she had the 
help of another gay man for that 


— but her allure stirs the latent 
heterosexuality in Evan to ruinous 
results. 

“You’re not the person you 
were born,” Alexa says. “Who 
wonderful is? You’re the person 
you were meant to be.” Evan isn’t 
the only victim to fall prey to this 
seductive philosophy. 

Beane’s drolly arch comedy, a 
recent off-Broadway hit having its 
Bay Area debut at TheatreWorks, 
is a cousin to Six Degrees of Sepa¬ 
ration. Both are very much Man¬ 
hattan plays set among the 
trendies who are easily conned in 
their quest for “fame without 
achievement.” 

The play is loaded with pop- 
culture references (the program 
even provides a glossary for the 
deprived), and Beane’s crisp, 
knowing dialogue seldom flags. 
There are a few stumbles, includ¬ 
ing an intrusive “we are all so pro¬ 
foundly alone” speech and a too- 
cute happy ending at odds with 


the wry spirit of the piece. 

Director Danny Scheie keeps 
the engines revved, and while 
sometimes the flair seems forced, 
the short scenes evolve with a 
smooth polish. The cast, especial¬ 
ly the two leads, is in tune with the 
play’s go-go spirit. 

As Alexa, Rebecca Dine is di¬ 
vine, creating a worthy if un¬ 
scrupulous successor to Marne, 
Holly, and Sally, while revealing a 
real person beneath the glossy 
shell. Michael DeGood, as Evan, 
the young writer with stars in his 
eyes, also delivers a superior, at¬ 
tractive performance. That he 
must go shirtless on several occa¬ 
sions proves to be a considerable 
asset. ▼

£ ead movies” — those 
mind-bending epics like 
Kubrick’s 2001 that are 
supposedly best viewed under the 
influence — frequently require 
drugs just to get through them.

Those who like a 
challenge and can handle a dizzy- 
ingly dense structure that’s more 
puzzle than plot will be well re¬ 
warded. A great score by Krzystof 
Penderecki and gorgeous cine¬ 
matography (black-and-white 
Cinemascope) keep the ear and 
eye riveted even while the brain is 
in meltdown. 

Directed by the well-regarded 
Wojciech Has, the film is an adap¬ 
tation of at least part of a leg¬ 
endary, massive novel by Count 
Jan Potocki (1761-1815). Potoc- 
ki’s. resume would take almost as 
long to read as the film takes to 
watch. Sources say he was a noted 
travel writer, “novice king of 
Malta” (whatever that is), Egyp¬ 
tologist, occultist, historian, bal¬ 
loonist, linguist, melancholic, and 
eventual suicide at age 54. The 
Manuscript Found in Saragossa 
(1813) was his crowning work, fa¬ 
vorably compared by aficionados 
to The Decameron and The Arabi¬ 
an Nights for its rich folkloric ele¬ 
ments, supernatural motifs, 
bawdy humor, and surreal touch¬ 
es. It also contains heavy doses of 
Jewish mysticism and scientific 
theory of the day (including dis¬ 
cussions of mathematics and phi¬ 
losophy). Like its predecessors, it 
has a very modern, labyrinthine, 
story-within-a-story structure, 
but it’s even more multilayered, so 
much so that a slide rule and a 
scratch pad are advisable for keep¬ 
ing track of who’s who and what’s 
what. If the movie is any indica¬ 
tion, there are as many as five lev¬ 
els of drilldown in some se¬ 
quences, with one person telling a 
story about another person, who 
then tells another story about 
someone else, who then — you 
get the idea. 

The film version is reputedly a 
respectful, mostly faithful adapta¬ 
tion of this literary cat’s cradle. 


Zbigniew Cybulski stars as the 
charming Alphonse van Worden, a 
young Belgian captain of the Wal¬ 
loon guards traveling through the 
arid landscapes of 17th-century 
Spain on his way to Madrid. In an 
abandoned house he becomes en¬ 
tranced by an old book (the 
“Saragossa manuscript”) that 
chronicles the life of one of his fa¬ 
mous ancestors. He becomes so 
spellbound that he fails to notice 
the group of enemy soldiers that 
have come to arrest him. In the 
first of many twists, they too suc¬ 
cumb to the book’s spell, and the 
action moves into a series of 
dreamlike adventures starring 
Alphonse and a gallery of memo¬ 
rable characters. In the course of 
these adventures, he meets two 
gorgeous princesses — actually 
ghosts — who alternately terrorize 
and seduce him, finally proposing 
a series of tests he must pass. On 
the verge of succumbing to their 
charms, he suddenly awakens next 
to a gallows on which two corpses 
are hung. This kind of collision of 
the horrific with the sensual per¬ 
meates the film. 

Devil deals 

This scene only occupies the 
first ten or fifteen minutes of the 
film, but it sets the tone for what 
follows. From there, the story es¬ 
calates into a series of increasing¬ 
ly complex enchantments. 
Alphonse is captured by the In¬ 
quisition in a fetish-drenched se¬ 


quence, complete with metal 
masks and a rack, that will warm 
the hearts of sadomasochists. He 
fends off ghosts, fights duels, fre¬ 
quently wakes up to find himself 
in the shadow of the gallows, and 
best of all, listens as we do to a se¬ 
ries of richly detailed stories of 
cuckolded husbands, treacherous 
business rivals, and deals with the 
devil told by those he encounters 
in what may or may not be a 
dream. The film has a wonderful¬ 
ly modern sensibility, by turns 
leisurely and discursive, and ener¬ 
getic and intense. It reaches a 
comic-ironic apotheosis when 
Alphonse stops the narrative to 
try to figure out where they are in 
a particularly complex story: 
“Frasquita told her story to 
Busquenos. He told it to Lopez 
Soarez, who in turn told it to 
Senor Avadoro. It’s enough to 
drive you crazy.” 

It’s no surprise that this was a 
counterculture classic and Jerry 
Garcia’s favorite movie. (He, 
along with Martin Scorsese, put 
up part of the money to have it re¬ 
stored to its full length.) Besides 
the convoluted structure, charac¬ 
ters pop in and out of each other’s 
stories with the random logic of a 
trip. The sexy ghost-princesses 
meander in and out of several of 
the other stories, moving mysteri¬ 
ously in the background or pop¬ 
ping up in other guises. Sudden, 
startling imagery like Alphonse

was surprisingly democratic, a 
multicultural study done before 
the country was willing to ac¬ 
knowledge that it is a multicultur¬ 
al country. What intrigues me are 
the struggles these people go 
through just to have a life when 
there isn’t really a public con¬ 
sciousness about what it is to be 

gay” 

Freeman was speaking from 
New York, where he is in the early 
stages of researching the new 
piece, to be titled A Slight Vari¬ 
ance. His major patron in the 
process is the Yerba Buena Center 
for the Arts. 

The center received a $20,000 
grant from the Rockefeller Foun¬ 
dation that is earmarked for the 
development of A Slight Variance. 
And Yerba Buena also named 
Freeman as one of its 1999 Wattis 
Artists-in-Residence, providing a 
stipend of $10,000 and use of the 
facilities as he builds the work. An 


invitation-only reading will be 
held in early 2000. 

Pomo promo 

“We started this program last 
year to make sure we don’t lose 
artists like Brian,” said John Kil- 
lacky, executive director of the 
center. “I’ve been a fan of Brian’s 
for years, ever since I brought 
Pomo Afro Homos to Minneapo¬ 
lis when I was at the Walker Arts 
Center. He offers a gay black per¬ 
spective, and that’s not a perspec¬ 
tive often seen.” 

Freeman was a member of 
Pomo Afro Homos, a three-man 
troupe that satirically explored 
what it meant to be gay and black 
in America. Before that, he per¬ 
formed with the San Francisco 
Mime Troupe. 

Most recently, he was an 
Artist-in-Residence at the New 
York Public Theatre, where he was 
commissioned to create a new 
second act for Civil Sex. The new 
script had a seven-performance 
run at the Public as part of a pro¬ 
gram that is open to the public 


but not reviewers. The revised 
Civil Sex will make its official 
debut in January at Berkeley Rep. 

According to Killacky, there 
have been discussions between the 
Yerba Buena Center and Berkeley 
Rep about premiering Freeman’s 
new piece there, too, though Free¬ 
man said such talk is premature. 
“The new project is not yet slated 
to go anywhere,” he said, “which is 
a good thing, because I haven’t 
written it yet.” 

While he doesn’t know yet 
what structure the piece will take, 
he does know he will somehow 
bring to life the anonymous men 
and women who exposed them¬ 
selves in the name of science. 

“Some are miserable, but cer¬ 
tainly not all of them,” Freeman 
said. “Some are sort of bohemi¬ 
ans. There’s one guy who’s a Sicil¬ 
ian boxer, and when I read that, it 
was, like, wow. There’s a woman 
who’s a blues singer. They make 
their world. That’s what’s kind of 
cool about it. Even without a lot 
of support, they somehow find 
life, they find a way to exist.” ▼

an AIDS awareness in his charac¬ 
ters, a subject that he has never 
before addressed in his fiction. 
“It’s based on something I saw in 
1981 — a very beautiful 21-year- 
old kid in the park at 3 a.m. in the 
morning,” the author says. “He 
took off all his clothes and pasted 
his body against the toolshed, and 
people proceeded to line up and 
fuck him. It was almost like a cru¬ 
cifixion, and that haunted me. 
After witnessing that, I ran into a 
friend who I asked if it was true 
what I had heard about a new gay 
illness.” 

Rechy, who believes there is no 
such thing as writer’s block, is at 
work on another novel, based on 
a handsome fellow he knew from 
Venice Beach. “Writing is like 
working out with weights to me,” 
he says. “If I lose one day, I’m dis¬ 


turbed and everything is wobbly.” 

And Rechy is as focused on his 
work-out regimen as he is on his 
writing. Now in his 60s, he works 
out three days a week in 2 1/2-hour 
sessions. “I look terrific, and peo¬ 
ple assume that my photographs 
were taken of me years ago,” he 
says. “I’m a longtime student and 
admirer of narcissism.” ▼

New novel returns to the urban night

t has been a triumphant year 

for John Rechy. This spring, 
i! the author was presented with 
the William Whitehead Award for 
Lifetime Achievement from the 
Publishing Triangle, a New York- 
based association of lesbian and 
gay men in publishing, putting 
him alongside other gay literary 
giants who have been past win¬ 
ners, including Armistead 
Maupin, Audre Lorde, and Ed¬ 
mund White. Two months later, 
City of Night, his largely autobio¬ 
graphical novel about a male hus¬ 
tler which was published in 1963, 
landed at the #22 spot in the list 
of the Publishing Triangle’s Best 
100 Lesbian and Gay Novels. And 
this summer, Rechy’s latest novel, 
The Coming of the Night (Grove 
Press), arrives in bookstores, as 
well as Memories and Desire: The 
Worlds of John Rechy, an interac¬ 
tive CD produced by the Annen- 
berg Center of Communications 
at USC. 

“You never feel like you’re a 
legendary figure when you wake 
up and you’re disgruntled and 
you need a cup of coffee,” Rechy 
says modestly from his home in 
Los Angeles. 

More than those of any other 
American male author in the 20th 
century, John Rechy’s writings 
have helped shape the sexual con¬ 
sciousness of several generations 
of gay men. Over four decades he 
has written 12 books, 11 of them 
novels. But his reputation was 
built with the publication of his 
first novel, City of Night, which 
documents the wanderings of a 
nameless gay man from El Paso to 
New York City. City of Night land¬ 
ed in bookstores and libraries 
across the country at a time when 
no other support systems were in 
place for young men coming of 
age and battling with accepting 
their sexual identity. Many turned 
to Rechy’s books as their first steps 
toward gay culture. 

Richard Labonte, the general 
manager of San Francisco’s A Dif¬ 
ferent Light bookstore, says he 
read City of Night at 13 and con¬ 
siders it one of the 10 best gay 
books written. “I always recom¬ 
mended City of Night because it 
was the first overtly gay and sexu¬ 
al book I read myself. It’s a re¬ 
markable fusion of brilliant writ¬ 
ing and reporting and unapolo- 
getic sexual energy. It’s a book 
about the sexual underworld, 


sure, but it’s written with such 
power and grace that any reader 
knows there’s a world beyond its 
pages.” 

While other authors published 
gay-themed works prior to City of 
Night, none had the gay male sex¬ 
ual experience as its focus. And no 
other writer before Rechy had al¬ 
lowed the reader to vicariously ex¬ 
perience the sexual mindset of a 
contemporary gay man. Critic 
and author Michael Bronski notes 
that City of Night “literally 
changed how gay male life as a 
culture was presented in the 
mainstream American media. 

“City of Night was like a stun¬ 
ning anthropological report; soci¬ 
ology from the inside,” Bronski 
says. “It foregrounded the impor¬ 
tance and vitality, the incredible 
customs and structure of this cul¬ 
ture in a way that previous books 
did not. Granted, it was only one 
aspect of the gay male experience 

— the grungy, sometimes lonely 
nightlife of Times Square, hus¬ 
tling and hunting for sex — but 
the book was about gay male cul¬ 
ture.” 

City.of Night began as a letter 
to a friend about his experiences 
at Mardi Gras and was then re¬ 
worked as a short story for the lit¬ 
erary magazine Evergreen Review. 
As Rechy, then in his twenties, was 
moving across the country and on 
the streets, several portions of the 
book were being written and pub¬ 
lished. James Baldwin and Nor¬ 
man Mailer were early champions 
of his writing, and several pub¬ 
lishing houses made offers on 
publishing the novel even before 
it was completed. The book land¬ 
ed in the number seven spot of 
Publisher's Weekly’s national best¬ 
sellers for 1963. Bronski notes that 
the cover of the novel was equally 
as shocking as the content inside 

— an actual photo, not an illus¬ 
tration, of cruising in Times 
Square. “In media terms, this 
meant ‘the truth,”’ Bronski says. 

“The popularity of City of 
Night ensured that blatantly gay 
sexual material could be bought 
over the counter,” Bronski notes. 
“Rechy’s literary reputation made 
it possible to buy the book and 
pretend that you might be inter¬ 
ested in literature. 

“Here were gay men who were 
having sex, and to a large degree 
enjoying it,” Bronski says of 
Rechy’s characters. “Even when 
they were not really enjoying it 
very much, it was clear that sex 
was part of their lives, of their 


self-identity, of their psychologi¬ 
cal make-up.” 

Craft work 

Rechy, a Mexican-American 
born in El Paso, Texas, studied 
journalism at Texas Western Col¬ 
lege and the New School for So¬ 
cial Research in New York before 
serving in Germany in the US 
army. Following his service, Rechy 
arrived in New York City and 
began his period of hustling and 
drifting, which inspired his early 
fiction. Rechy’s focus on specific 
elements of gay culture in his 
writings — narcissism, body¬ 
building, and hustling — have 
often brought him tough criti¬ 
cism. In fact, the author acknowl¬ 
edges that the critique of his sex¬ 
ual content has often overshad¬ 
owed the more finely crafted ele¬ 
ments of his works. 

“Terry Southern once called 
me an accidental writer,” he says. 
“There is nothing accidental 
about my writing. I have always 
been a very literary writer.” 

Indeed, Rechy’s writings are 
carefully conceived achievements, 
with as much emphasis on sym¬ 
bolism as on developing charac¬ 
ters and settings. His novel Rush¬ 
es, for example, about the patrons 
in a leather bar, uses the structure 
of a Catholic Mass for its chapters. 
City of Night is structured by two 
types of chapters: accounts of the 
unnamed narrator-hustler’s wan¬ 
derings and character sketches of 
people he meets. In The Sexual 
Outlaw, Rechy intersperses essays 
on subjects from pride parades to 
S8cM between a narrative of a gay 
man’s sexual experiences in Los 
Angeles. 

“I’m the best critic of my 
work,” Rechy says. “And I’m very 
critical of my own work.” 

Rechy’s newest novel, The 
Coming of the Night, is a return to 
many of the themes he first 
brought forth in City of Night. Set 
during one day in 1981, the novel 
also incorporates the dawning of

ask yourself, ‘Why am I here, and 
why am I doing this?’ It is a 
process where you take a mirror 
to yourself, and then take the re¬ 
flections of the outside world as 
you have gathered them from in¬ 
side yourself and show them out¬ 
side your body. The Butoh dancer 
has the responsibility of showing 
how he or she approaches the 
world. 

“Everything has an origin,” 
Koichi said, “and in dancing, the 
biggest mainstream influence is 
beauty and joy. But there is not 
much dancing to show pain and 
suffering. That is one of the points 
of Butoh.” 

Hiroko laughed and said, 
“Classical ballet training is a lot of 
pain.” Yes, but you aren’t supposed 
to show the pain when you’re per¬ 
forming, you have to give the illu¬ 
sion that it’s effortless. She says 
that in a book of essays by Hijika- 
ta that may not yet be translated, 
he writes that a dance form is a 
history book. “The way of stand¬ 
ing, the way of walking, the way of 
sitting, all tell you something. You 
can see in many dance forms what 
the peoples’ lives are like. You can 
see their lifestyles in their dances. 
Dance itself comes out of human 
experience.” 

Anzu Furukawa, who will be 
sharing an evening with the 
Tamanos at the Butoh Festival, is 
one of today’s leading Butoh per¬ 
formers. Her extensive back¬ 
ground in ballet, modern dance 
and music inform her approach 
to Butoh, but she also has other 
ideas. Her piece “The Crocodile 
Time” grew out of studying those 
animals. The reptilian part of the 
brain, which we humans have as 
well, is the oldest and “has no con¬ 
cept of time like we have. There is 
no plus, nor minus, always zero¬ 
time. There is no beginning, no 
middle, no end. Sometime, just 
stop your step forward and forget 
it ... sometime, just stop your 
breathing, you will get a red face 
and taste crocodile time.” 

Perhaps this is also the best 
way to experience Butoh dance. 
Don’t let your intellect interfere, 
open your mind and just watch. 
The movement will speak directly 
to the ancient part of your brain 
and your body. ▼

|| ife is made up of strange su¬ 

perimpositions. Most of my 

I friends are happy that I 
don’t drink coffee as I’m already 
too speedy, yet when it comes to 
digesting art I might as well be the 
boa constrictor who has just swal¬ 
lowed an entire rabbit. The first 
time I saw Visconti’s Death in 
Venice, a film that moves at a 
glacial pace, I loved it so much 
that the second time I saw it was 
twenty minutes later at the next 
screening. Perhaps this partly ex¬ 
plains my attraction to Japanese 
Butoh dance, which is often ac¬ 
cused of being torturously slow 
self-indulgence. I once considered 
Butoh to be an acquired taste, but 
then I realized that you are pre¬ 
disposed either to like it or not. 
There is no middle ground, you 
love it or you hate it. Therefore, I 
will not encourage you to go to 
the Butoh Festival at ODC The¬ 
ater beginning Thursday, August 
5. You’ll either feel compelled to 
go or have absolutely no desire to 
do so. 

What is now considered “tra¬ 
ditional” Ankoku Butoh (literally 
Dance of Darkness), if one can say 
that about a form only 40 years 
old, was created by Tatsumi Hi- 
jikata in 1959 as a mixture of tra¬ 
ditional Japanese dance and West¬ 
ern modern dance, in a rebellion 
against the stagnation and con¬ 
servatism of the old forms. His 
exploration of human darkness is 
an attempt to strip away cultural¬ 
ly molded physicality and the in¬ 
tellectual and spiritual shackles 
which society has imposed. He 
said, “[People] having lived with 
tame and domesticated move¬ 
ment all their lives, they must suf¬ 
fer a lot, and the cause of it was 
straying from their own body

concept. My method is to make 
them scrutinize their own bodies. 
I always use all my power to focus 
on my own lost and wandering 
self. Return to yourself, scrutinize 
your own darkness.” 

Inside Butoh 

Koichi Tamano, for a decade 
one of Hijikata’s lead performers, 
moved to Berkeley with his wife 
Hiroko in 1978, and began his 
own company, Harupin-Ha 
Butoh Dance Company. I studied 
with Hiroko for a year in the early 
1990s and had not seen her in 
eight years when I walked into the 
sushi restaurant that they have 
run for the past four years in the 
Mission District. We sat in a back 
room sipping tea and discussing 
Butoh for an hour. Koichi speaks 
in Japanese, and Hiroko translates 
and supplies her own views as 
well. 

Hiroko said, “Sometimes, 
modern dancers come and take a 
few classes with me, then perform 
their own creations, and it gets 
called Butoh by the audience. If 
it’s strange or different, it gets cat¬ 
egorized as Butoh.” 

So, what makes it authentic 
Butoh? “In Butoh, you must see 
yourself from the distance,” said 
Koichi, “and try to find out why 
your movement is like it is. You

Remembering 
Denis de Coteau

It I hen Denis de Coteau, 

V music director emeritus 
m of the San Francisco Bal¬ 
let, got to the Pearly Gates, I imag¬ 
ine the conversation went some¬ 
thing like this: 

St. Peter: And what did you do 
on earth? 

Denis: I’m a conductor. 

St. Peter: Wonderful! We have 
steam trains, a bullet train, one of 
those German overhead electric... 

Denis: An orchestra conduc¬ 
tor. 

St. Peter: That’s good, too. We 
have a Celestial Symphony, a 
Youth Orchestra and the Pops. 
Himself is fond of the Pops. 
Denis: No ballet orchestra? 

St. Peter: My good man, ballet 
orchestras are strictly for earth, 
imperfect, ephemeral. You only 
conduct them when you have to 
pay the rent. 

Denis (mildly): My ballet or¬ 
chestra is heavenly. Besides, 
haven’t you ever heard Sleeping 
Beauty or Swan Lake? 

St. Peter: No. 

Denis: You will. 

And I’ll bet that at this mo¬ 
ment he is fine-tuning “Puss in 
Boots” or the “Czardas,” dis¬ 
cussing tempos with Pavlova or 
hammering out a difficult rhythm 
in Le Sacre du Printemps with 
Stravinsky. That’s the good thing 
about Heaven. The bad thing is 
that rehearsals started July 23 
when de Coteau, after a lengthy 
battle, succumbed to cancer at 


California Pacific Medical Center 
in San Francisco. 

The award-winning, much- 
beloved conductor was 70 years 
old. Born in New York City to a 
Caribbean immigrant family, 
Denis, his twin brother, jazz mu¬ 
sician Norbert, and their sister 
Shirley were taught by their father 
that the discrimination they 
would certainly face as black peo¬ 
ple in America could only be 
overcome by education. 

Denis was known for his sense 
of humor — he ran an Internet 
joke group and told the most hi¬ 
larious off-color stories — but 
when cornered on the serious as¬ 
pects of life, would produce har¬ 
rowing tales of prejudice. Once he 
was summoned across country 
for an audition, only to be re¬ 
buffed when they discovered he 
was black. Of course, these inci¬ 
dents made him angry, but he be¬ 
lieved that the best retaliation was 
to beat the system at its own 
game. And to pass on his wisdom. 

De Coteau gained internation¬ 
al recognition as an educator, 
leading the Oakland Symphony 
Youth Orchestra to bronze and 
silver medals in the Herbert von 
Karajan International Competi¬ 
tion. He directed youth orchestras 
in America, Australia and the Far 
East and taught at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Conservatory of Music. As a 
symphonic conductor, he guested 
with orchestras from San Francis¬ 
co to Stockholm. 

But we remember him best at 
the San Francisco Ballet, the 
stocky, ebullient figure who

adored dancers — he led Evelyn 
Cisneros’ final Swan Lake in 1998 
— and conducted balletic 
Tchaikovsky better than anyone 
alive. Many times I attended Swan 
Lake or Sleeping Beauty with an 
indifferent cast just to hear Denis 
interpret those passionate, sym¬ 
phonic scores. 

He joined SFB in 1968 under 
Lew Christensen, weathered the 
tumultuous changeover to Helgi 
Tomasson, and for the next 
decade worked closely with SFB’s 
artistic director to create an in¬ 
tensely musical environment for 
classical dance. Like any vibrant 
artist, Denis had an ego. It would 
have been easier to settle for a 
mediocre yes-man, and it is to 
Tomasson’s everlasting credit that 
he chose to forge a dynamic rela¬ 
tionship with de Coteau. 

The result has been full-length 
ballets of unparalleled musical 
splendor, modern works played 
with crisp precision, a powerfully 
expressive orchestra considered by 
many to be the finest ballet band 
in America, and dancers, musi¬ 
cians and ballet fans who weep 
today for what we have lost. ▼

reaching out to touch one of these 
ghostly gals but finding his hand 
on a corpse recur throughout. 
And of course, no one is who he 
or she seems. The kindly hermit 
priest who takes Alphonse in and 
counsels him on how to avoid 
perdition turns out to be a sheik 
who claims he’s arranged all the 
scenarios and hired the players to 
enact them in the interest of 
Alphonse’s enlightenment. The 


priest’s howling, allegedly demon- 
possessed assistant Pasheko, 
whose eye is removed and eaten 
by ghouls in a gruesome scene, is 
revealed as an acrobat who was 
blinded in a fall. 

Director Has also gains points 
for bringing Potocki’s droll anti¬ 
clericalism to the fore. When the 
Inquisitors grab Alphonse, they’re 
amusingly blase about their meth¬ 
ods: “His confession,” one of them 
says, “though slightly forced, has 
its advantages.” Bracing, too, is the 
film’s insistence on the pleasures 
of camaraderie. During one of the 


later stories — a Byzantine affair 
involving rival bankers, a naive 
son, a coquettish daughter, and a 
trickster who manipulates them 
all for his own amusement — one 
of the characters says, “Good 
company is more precious than 
wealth or black magic.” There’s 
plenty of wealth and black magic 
in this film, but it’s also en¬ 
thralling good company. ▼

really changed,” he says. “The 
neighborhood had turned into a 
slum. What had happened was a 
lot of really bad drugs like heroin 
and speed flooded the neighbor¬ 
hood, and with that came a lot of 
crime, and stores started going 
out of business. Everything was 
boarded up, except for liquor 
stores and this one head shop that 
had been there since I was a kid.” 

But the neighborhood’s decay 
turned out to be Siegel’s good for¬ 
tune. So dismal was business on 
the street that the sole remaining 
head shop was about to close 
down permanently. Siegel just had 
to intervene. 

“I went up to Bob, the owner, 
and said, ‘Bob, you can't close 
down the Phoenix [and Sundance 
Incense Company]. It’s all that’s 
left of the Haight Ashbury of the 
’60s.’ Well, there was also the 
Haight Ashbury Switchboard, and 
the Free Clinic, but for the most 
part nothing of the Summer of 
Love was left. It was all a ghost 
town. So he said, ‘Jimmy, if you 
want to be the last hippie, what’s 
left is yours.” 


Setting up shop 

Up ’til then, Siegel had been 
living in a commune run by the 
Switchboard, which looked after 
homeless hippie kids. Commune 
elders had taught Siegel how to 
get government disability insur¬ 
ance support. So in 1976, Siegel 
and two other gay teenagers, each 
using about $4,000 in govern¬ 
ment welfare money, opened a 
shop in the Haight called White 
Rabbit. 

“We split the store up three 
ways,” Siegel recalls. “I had a head 
shop in the back, Dennis had 
plants in the front, and Rick had 
pet supplies in the loft. None of us 
knew what we were doing at all.” 

After three years of enduring 
his business partners’ constant 
knockdown, drag-out fighting 
(they were a gay couple), Siegel 
decided to get out. 

“I couldn’t deal with it any¬ 
more, so I sold them my interest 
in White Rabbit, and with that I 
bought my first Victorian.” 

There was never a better time 
in San Francisco to buy one of the 
old houses, because the city was 
tearing them down by the thou¬ 
sands — some 6,000 got bull¬ 
dozed in the Western Addition. 
First Siegel started salvaging door¬ 
knobs, stained glass windows and

marble fireplaces, then he bought 
an entire building, paying a real¬ 
tor (who had known him since he 
was a kid on Haight Street) $5,000 
down on a house that cost a mere 
$17,000. He would go on to buy 
and restore others, including the 
Alamo Square mansion he now 
occupies. 

That same realtor, after seeing 
how much effort Siegel expended 
on successfully restoring the Vic¬ 
torian, gave him his second store 
for free, a head shop called Pipe 
Dreams that he opened with a 
married couple. 

“Back then, I’m embarrassed 
to say, cocaine was the big drug of 
choice, and the store was pretty 
much a cocaine head shop. We 
sold cocaine bottles, vials and 
spoons, scales, little kits with razor 
blades.” 

But Pipe Dreams was also the 
first store on Haight to sell gay 
porno magazines — a practice that 
got Pipe Dreams evicted when the 
building owner objected to a copy 
of Blueboy in the shop window. 

New directions 

In 1982, Siegel opened Dis¬ 
tractions, the head shop he still 
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operates on Haight Street, which 
by that time had begun to evolve 
rapidly. 

“There were still lots of vacant 
storefronts, but business was 
starting to thrive. I opened up, 
without a partner, as a very high- 
tech decorated place — rubber, 
pearly floor, everything painted 
gray and black. It was a combina- 


“There was a big gay presence 
on Haight at the time,” Siegel says. 
“I’d say a third of all the business¬ 
es were gay.” 

His own gayness strongly in¬ 
fluenced the way he ran Distrac¬ 
tions. Every time he’d have a crush 
on some new kid who’d come in, 
he’d consciously adapt the store to 
that kid’s style, which kept the

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tion head shop and sex shop. I 
used to sell gay porno magazines 
and sex toys and lubricants, along 
with paraphernalia and T-shirts.” 

Siegel found himself in the 
thick of gay culture, working 
nights as a bartender at the I- 
Beam gay dance club, where 
countless divas and bands per¬ 
formed. 


store current as Haight Street cul¬ 
ture changed. 

“It went from being a hippie 
store to a cocaine store to a gay 
porno store to a punk-rock store 
to a New Wave store to a Grateful 
Dead store. Then came along the 
rave thing, which is kind of where 
the store is today. The back part of 
the store is very hippie-oriented, 
and the front part is very rave-ori¬ 
ented.” 

In the early ’90s, Siegel started 
going to Toon Town, a rave held 
South of Market that eventually 
evolved into a gay rave called 
Carefree. 

“I loved it so much; it was very 
colorful. Everybody was wearing 
huge hats like out of Alice in Won¬ 
derland. The techno music was 
completely different than any¬ 
thing I’d ever heard. And it was 
very psychedelic, with all these big 
screens and visual projections. It 
totally reminded me of the acid- 
rock concerts I used to see back in 
the ’60s.” 

Best of all, for him, sexuality 
was not an issue at raves, which 
easily blended gay and straight. 

“I’d say gay people were at the 
vanguard of the rave scene in San 
Francisco in the beginning, but 
sexuality wasn’t important. Every¬ 
body was high on ecstasy and just 
having a blast. With ecstasy, the 
way it was back then, most people 
who went in straight came home 
bisexual. It was breaking down all 
boundaries.” 

Nowadays, he adds, he’s really 
down on the ecstasy scene “be¬ 
cause it’s so cut with speed, you 
don’t know what you’re getting; 
it’s not at all what it had been.” ▼

Zobel brings him in to fill the 
place of their deceased partner. 
Lizzie ridicules his bad poetry 
(“My blood screams and foams in 
agony”) but is deeply drawn to 
him. She and her father train him 
in the nuances of the pickpocket’s 
life. This includes a pledge to up¬ 
hold the golden rule of their work 
— “No exchanging of bodily flu¬ 
ids within the team” — and an oc¬ 
casional hard kick to the balls 
when the situation gets desperate. 
Rudolf, whose promise seemed 
initially to reside entirely in his 
handsome face and studly frame, 
turns out to be a suitable replace¬ 
ment for his predecessor in more 
ways than one. It seems he’s as ca¬ 
sual about his sexual partners as 
he is with other people’s money, 
and inevitably, he and Zobel are 
soon carrying on a red-hot love af¬ 
fair whenever Lizzie isn’t looking. 


Crime primer 

Like other films on the subject 
(Bresson’s Pickpocket offers a high- 


art example), this one is a virtual 
primer for viewers contemplating 
a life of petty crime. There are 
newspaper tricks, the sudden “ac¬ 
cidental” bumping into someone, 
and the ever-popular fake blind 
man. The film lovingly details 
these scenarios, which are inge¬ 
niously laid out and often funny, 
as when a pursued Lizzie hurls a 
wallet over a railing and it lands in 
the soup of a horrified diner. 

The Trio is also charmingly up¬ 
front in giving up the queer 
goods. While the always horny 
Lizzie only scores occasionally 
with Rudolf — he seems dis¬ 
turbed that “she can only do it 
under pressure” — he and Zobel 
have a genuine, almost chemical 
connection that saturates their 
encounters. One literally steamy 
sequence has the two going at it in 
a shower, with Rudolf enthusias¬ 
tically kissing and licking his sur¬ 
rogate father and Zobel nervous¬ 
ly submitting. In the tradition of 
such comedies, of course there’s a 
nosy landlady who peeks in, fol¬ 
lowed by a disgusted Lizzie, who 
denounces them both but is soon 
followed by the remorseful, con¬ 
flicted Rudolf. 

The best thing about this 
sweet, funny film, besides its up¬ 
beat treatment of the queer angle 
and the solid acting, is its refusal 
to apologize for these full-bodied 
characters. Through an ever- 
changing sexual and romantic dy¬ 
namic and in spite of their mar¬ 
ginal, sometimes violent exis¬ 
tence, the director always grants 
them their humanity, even when 
it’s the operatic Zobel at his most 
wicked. ▼

London fag 

life didn’t get to Heav- 
yy en on our recent visit 
m w to London, but we 
did Escape From Samsara. 

Heaven, of course, is one 
of the big gay clubs in that 
stylin’ megalopolis, a Satur¬ 
day nigh ter where lads under 
21 get in free (Brits can legal¬ 
ly drink at age 16,so don’t be 
shocked at groups of gay 
teenagers downing pints in 
pubs and clubs). But our 
American enclave made its 
way on a Friday night to the 
Fridge, a converted theater in 
Brixton (London’s South of 
Market) that hosts gay and 
gay-friendly parties. 

Escape From Samsara is 
a weekly psychedelic wonder¬ 
land of sweaty boys and girls 
with thick Cockney accents, 
who get positively ecstatic 
from dancing to techno¬ 
trance music pumping out at 
200 beats per minute. It’s not 

exactly a gay scene, but when one is dancing skin to skin with shirt¬ 
less working-class lads and their luscious ladies, oohing and aahing 
at stilt-walkers decked out in fabulous freaky costumes, a dazzling 
light show, and liquid visual projections —* all the while batting at 
dozens of giant balloons dropped on the crowd from overhead — 
one doesn’t quibble about sexual orientation. As one of us queer 
colonists learned first-hand, not only do the ‘straight” London boys 
speak our language (sort of), they appreciate what our mouths can 
do when applied to certain portions of their hunky anatomies. 

Our outing at the Fridge was just a tiny taste of the London club 
scene. You can get a sense of the city’s queer vibrancy by scanning 
any week’s edition of Boyz, one of the city’s best gay rags. It posi¬ 
tively bulges with club ads, and lists dozens of places to go to in¬ 
dulge your wildest urges. 

If you happen to be heading to London this weekend, the place 
to be is at the “Summer Rites ’99” festival in South London on 
Saturday, August 7, where Marc Almond, Ultra Nate, The Crea¬ 
tures, Republica, Phats and Small, Juliet Roberts and Billie Ray 
Martin will be entertaining some 80,000 queer party-goers. The 
event, with nine big dance tents spread out in Brockwell Park, rep¬ 
resents all the big gay dance clubs: Heaven, Trade, DTPM, Salva¬ 
tion, Queer Nation, SubStation/Crash, Popstarz, Duckie, and 
The Candy Bar. With an entry fee of £10 (multiply that by about 
1.6 for the dollar value), it’s cheaper than some of our local bash¬ 
es. So hop on a plane today, but don’t forget to phone ahead to the 
Summer Rites hotline: 0115-912-9234. Tell ’em the colonists are 
rebelling, looking for a place where the sun never sets and the boys 
and girls never rest. T

P aking a breather from their 
rewarding preoccupation 
with their Plain Wrapped 
line of fisting epics, the men at 
Hot House have momentarily re¬ 
turned to more mainstream fare. 
This is mainstream the Hot 
House way, however, so the result 
isn’t some glossy romance or con¬ 
voluted mystery, but a tour of a 
smoky dungeon netherworld 
where a dozen attractive leather- 
men are fiercely working it out. A 
little less self-conscious of a pro¬ 
duction number than some recent 
leather blockbusters, with their 
hurried pace and roving cameras 
trying to fit in all possible sexual 
calisthenics, this one allows a 
quartet of scenes to unfold in a 
more focused, unharried manner. 

The new video is called Skuff, 
and it’s as impressive for the butch 
beauty of its sexuality as it is for its 
vivid color, unerring camera eye, 
and expert editing, which includes 
some judicious moments of slo- 
mo. It’s evocatively set in the dark- 
hued glamour of a subterranean 
playroom, redolent with the scent 
of sweat and leather. 

First up is svelte bottom Kyle 
McKenna. His succulent ass is 
framed and enhanced by jockeys 
with the butt cut out, and paddled 
shiny and red by lean Kyle Rear¬ 
don. How lasciviously McKenna 
probes his own asshole as he slop¬ 
pily sucks Reardon’s hard prong. 
Then McKenna’s beckoning ass¬ 
hole gets a juicy rimming, is fin¬ 
gered and fucked, before spread¬ 
ing wide for a fat dildo. The 
smooth star plunks down it with 
relish and ease, swallowing all of 
its impressive length with an ec¬ 
static moan. 

The second scene presents the 
craggily handsome bottom Tom 
Matthews, who gets a brutal 
reaming that is excellently filmed, 
catching his rigid cock jabbing 
harshly about as he’s brutally 
pumped by Doug Jeffries. 
Matthews is the video’s most eye¬ 
opening find — he’s a fevered, de¬ 
manding and butch bottom. Then 
Daryl Brock takes over on the 


seemingly insatiable Matthews, 
and the action is intercut with a 
duo that includes Marcus Iron, 
who looks smashing in leathers 
(but who isn’t actually featured 
much). In another part of the 
dungeon, a duo that includes in¬ 
sinuating and gaunt Jason Ryder 
moves from moody cruise to 
rough fuck. 

Finally, in the extended heart 
of the video, a trio develops be¬ 
tween Jason Branch, the suavely 
handsome Gunnar Nielson, and 
juicy stud-boy Tristan Paris. Paris, 
whose boyish sex fever has been 
featured in several recent Falcon 
videos, really ignites here, and is 
more randy than ever. He’s a 
cock-crazed bottom who de¬ 
mands nothing short of attack for 


his orifices. He’s pitiless when he 
straddles the estimable Branch, 
not permitting him to let up on 
his strenuous ass assault. Paris 
may still be a boy, but he plays and 
fucks like a man. And Branch 
looks better than ever — thank¬ 
fully not shaven, as in his recent 
work with Falcon, but whiskered 
and furry and more mannish than 
he’s been before. 

Thanks to Director Steven 
Scarborough for the dramatic 
lighting, moody atmosphere, and 
unflagging intensity of Skuff — 
but also a demerit for not telling 
us what the title means. I guess it 
doesn’t matter, though. Linguis¬ 
tics is entirely secondary in the 
face of Skuff s raunch action and 
seriously attractive leathermen. T

Then we used 
a three-dimensional picture of the HIV 
protease structure and computer 
filtering tools to design a drug that 
would attach to HIV protease. 

Our new protease inhibitor is called 
Agenerase™ (amprenavir). It can 
be taken with or without food, so 
you can eat when you want to eat. 
(Just be sure to avoid taking 
Agenerase with a high-fat meal.) 
Take it twice a day, in the morning 
and evening. It stays in your 
system all day. 

Agenerase in combination with other 
antiviral medicines is for the treat¬ 
ment of HIV infection. This use is 
based on 24-week studies of its effects 
on viral load and CD4 cell counts. 


Of course, Agenerase is not perfect. 

Agenerase is not a cure and has not 
been shown to prevent transmission 
of HIV infection. At this time, 
it is not known whether taking 
Agenerase will slow the progress of 
HIV disease or help you live longer. 

We know side effects are a major 
concern for people taking protease 
inhibitors. In clinical trials Agenerase 
was generally well tolerated. But 
there were side effects associated 
with the drug. The most common side 
effects with Agenerase are nausea, 
vomiting, diarrhea, rash, and a 
tingling sensation around the mouth. 
If these side effects occur, they are 
usually mild to moderate and tend to 
stop after a few weeks of treatment. 

You should know that high blood sugar, 
shifts in location of body fat, and a 
certain type of anemia have been seen 
in patients taking protease inhibitors, 
including Agenerase. Serious and/or 
life-threatening drug interactions and 
skin reactions have also been seen in 
patients taking Agenerase.

Please read this information before you start taking AGENERASE (pronounced ah-GEN-er-ase), and re-read it each time you 
receive your prescription, just in case something has changed. Remember that this information does not take the place of 
careful discussions with your doctor when you start this medication and at checkups. You should not change or stop your 
anti-HIV treatment without first talking with your doctor. You should tell your doctor about any drug you are taking or 
planning to take because taking AGENERASE with some medications can result in serious or life-threatening problems. 


What is AGENERASE? 

AGENERASE is a medication used to treat HIV infection. HIV is the virus that causes AIDS 
(acquired immune deficiency syndrome). AGENERASE is taken by mouth as a soft gel cap¬ 
sule or oral solution. It belongs to a class of anti-HIV medicines called protease inhibitors. 

How does AGENERASE work? 

AGENERASE is used only in combination with other anti-Hiy medicines. When used in 
combination therapy, AGENERASE may help lower the amount of HIV found in your blood, 
raise CD4 (T) cell count, and keep your immune system as healthy as possible so that it 
can help fight infection. However, AGENERASE does not have these effects in all patients. 

What are the side effects of AGENERASE? 

Common side effects of AGENERASE are nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, rash, and a tingling 
sensation around the mouth. Severe or life-threatening rash has been reported. 

Contact your doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, or rash. Your doctor may be 
able to help you manage these symptoms. Your doctor will advise you whether your symp¬ 
toms can be managed on therapy or whether AGENERASE should be stopped. 

This list of side effects is not complete. Your doctor or pharmacist can discuss with you a 
more complete list of possible side effects with AGENERASE. Talk to your doctor promptly 
about any side effects you have. 

How should I take AGENERASE? 

Take AGENERASE exactly as your doctor prescribes it. The usual dosage for adults and 
adolescents (at least 13 years of age) is eight 150-mg soft gel capsules twice a day 
(morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

AGENERASE can be taken with or without food. However, you should not take AGENERASE 
with a high-fat meal because this could reduce the effectiveness of AGENERASE. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of AGENERASE? 

To help make sure that your anti-HIV therapy is as effective .as possible, be very careful to 
take all of your medication exactly as your doctor prescribed it and do not skip any doses. 

If you miss a dose of AGENERASE by more than 4 hours, wait and take the next dose at 
the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by fewer than 4 hours, take your 
missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not 
take more or less than your prescribed dose of AGENERASE at any one time. 

When your supply of AGENERASE or other anti-HIV drugs starts to run low, arrange to get 
more from your doctor or pharmacy. It is very important that you take anti-HIV drugs as 
prescribed by your doctor because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if one 
or more of the drugs is stopped, even for a short time. 

Can AGENERASE be taken with other medications? 

Protease inhibitors, including AGENERASE, may interact with other drugs, including those 
you take without a prescription. Before you take AGENERASE, tell your doctor about any 
drugs that you are taking or planning to take including non-prescription drugs. 

• You should not take any of the following medications with AGENERASE because 
serious or life-threatening problems could occur.* 

Halcion® (triazolam) Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) Versed® (midazolam) 

Ergot medications (Cafergot® and others) Vascor® (bepridil) 

• You should also not take rifampin with AGENERASE because this drug reduces the 
effectiveness of AGENERASE. Rifampin is also known as: Rifadin® Rifamate® Rifateii 
and Rimactane? 

• Serious and/or life-threatening drug interactions can also occur if you take AGENERASE 
with any of the following drugs.* If you need to take any of these drugs, your doctor may 
closely monitor the amount of drug in your blood to minimize potential problems. 
Cordarone® (amiodarone) 

Phenobarbital 
Dilantin® (phenytoin) 

Lidocaine 

Coumadin® (warfarin) 

(quinidine) Quinaglute® Cardioquin® Quinidex® 

Antidepressants such as Elavil® (amitriptyline), Norpramin® (desipramine), 

Pamelor® (nortriptyline), Tofranil® (imipramine) 

• Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with AGENERASE, talk to your doctor about possible 
drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and AGENERASE together, you 
may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra such as low blood pressure, visual 
changes, and penile erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 
hours, you should seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 


• If you use birth control pills, talk to your doctor about choosing a different type of contra¬ 
ceptive, since AGENERASE may reduce the effectiveness of some birth control pills. 

• Because AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution contain large amounts of vitamin E, 
you should not take additional vitamin E while taking AGENERASE. 

• Special considerations:* 

If you take AGENERASE with Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

If you take AGENERASE with Videx® (didanosine, ddl), take them at least 1 hour apart. 

If you take AGENERASE with antacids, take them at least 1 hour apart. 

Does AGENERASE cure HIV infection or AIDS? 

AGENERASE does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At this time we do not know if 
AGENERASE will help you live longer or have fewer of the medical problems (opportunistic 
infections) that are associated with HIV infection or AIDS. Because of this, you must be 
sure to be seen regularly by your healthcare professional. 

Does AGENERASE reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

No. AGENERASE, as well as other anti-HIV medications, has not been shown to reduce 
the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue 
to practice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take AGENERASE? 

Do not take AGENERASE if you have had a serious allergic reaction to AGENERASE 
or any of its ingredients. If you have liver disease, your dosage of AGENERASE may 
have to be adjusted. 

If you are allergic to sulfa drugs, you should inform your doctor. 

Can children take AGENERASE? 

Children from 4 to 12 years of age can also take AGENERASE. Your doctor will tell you if 
the oral solution or capsule is best for your child. Your child’s doctor will decide the right 
dose based on your child’s weight and age. AGENERASE has not been studied in children 
under 4 years of age. 

Can pregnant women and nursing mothers take AGENERASE? 

AGENERASE has not been studied in pregnant women and the risk to the unborn child 
is not known. Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while 
taking AGENERASE. 

Mothers with HIV should not breastfeed their infants because HIV in the breast milk can 
infect the infant. 

What other medical conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking 
AGENERASE. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have hemophilia or problems with your liver. 

How should I store AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution? 

AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution should be stored at room temperature and 
should not be refrigerated. 

Other information: 

This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not use it for any other 
condition or give it to anybody else. Keep AGENERASE and all medicines out of the 
reach of children. 

Ask a healthcare professional any questions you may have about AGENERASE.

Bigger, longer & uncut

f P he fortnight-long media 
feeding frenzy in Massachu¬ 
setts has finally ended. Call 
this one Princess Di, The Sequel 
or Hyannisport: Bigger, Longer 
and Uncut. (But please don’t bor¬ 
row from Dreiser again with An 
American Tragedy — it’s been 
done, pardon us, to death.) After 
the bodies of John F. Kennedy Jr., 
his wife Carolyn Bessette 
and her sister Lauren 
were dredged up 
from the sea in a 
mini-Titanic mo¬ 
ment, cremated and 
then re-interred in 
the ocean (one per¬ 
son’s closure is 
another’s exer¬ 
cise in futility), 
the sharks 
moved southward to Georgia 
drawn by the chum strewn 
through Hotlanta by the latest na¬ 
tional liebestodt: Mark Barton and 
his little wave of day-trading ter¬ 
ror. We now know more than we 
ever wanted (or needed) to know 
about how to lose $100,000 
overnight and what it can make 
one do. Of course we saw the bril¬ 
liant cult film The Stepfather, so 
(even if Pat Califia hadn't 
schooled us in discipline) we rec¬ 
ognize these tightly wound per¬ 
fect daddy types when we see 
them. The question is, why didn’t 
anyone else, and why, why, why do 
we keep giving these people guns? 
Oh right, because celebrities like 
Charlton Heston and Tom Selleck 
think the Second Amendment is 
the second commandment. To 
which we say, back to the bul¬ 
rushes, Chuck. 

Of course, we loved that oft- 
repeated line in the satellite city 
set up outside the Hyannisport 
home of the Kennedys — said 
with a kind of naive bemusement 
by whatever media muffin was re¬ 
porting at the moment: “The fam¬ 
ily refuses comment and seems 
disturbed by all the media atten¬ 
tion.” Hmmm. Y’think? 

And then there were the re¬ 
porters reporting on the re¬ 
porters, like the renegade “seri¬ 
ous” folks like Pat O’Brien from 
Access Hollywood, who added 
their own touch of surreality. This 
week, in an attempt to tease this 
story out way past its 15 minutes, 
the critics are ragging ABC’s 
Diane Sawyer, a close family 
friend of the Kennedys, for her re¬ 
fusal to report on the story. Oh, 
we wouldn’t want any claims of 
integrity to stand in the way of 
milking one’s relationship to the 
rich and cursed. The buzz is 
Sawyer should have used her rela¬ 
tionship to get the inside scoop on 
the events, like the private funeral. 
Does it occur to anyone the rea¬ 
son she’s considered a friend of 
the family is that she hasn’t abused 
that relationship? 

May we just state for the 
record how sickened we are by the 
media gut-wrenching-play-by-

(Watching chop¬ 
per footage of the search boats 
cresting the waves was the ocean¬ 
ic version of the slow-speed Bron¬ 
co chase — if we weren’t sobbing 
already, the tedium brought us to 
tears.) 

Some of us used to be deeply 
and unabashedly moved when we 
saw the video of the three-year- 
old John Kennedy saluting his fa¬ 
ther’s coffin. After revisit¬ 
ing the same image 
hundreds of times on 
everything from the 
evening news to ET 
like some Fellini- 
esque commercial for 
early death, we never 
want to see it 
again. All our 
very real emo¬ 
tions have 
been drained away and replaced 
with a not-so-nice acid cynicism 
that some (Quentin Crisp, Gore 
Vidal, that bitchy, mannered type) 
might find tres amusant at parties 
but which we find decidedly dis¬ 
tasteful. 

Ditto the Barton horror. We 
find ourselves sounding a bit too 
like Homer Simpson: “But Marge, 
we already saw the little children 
with their heads beaten in with a 
hammer and then drowned in the 
bathtub so they wouldn’t wake up 
in pain. Isn’t anything else on?” 
The overkill coverage of overkill 
has achieved what we never 
thought possible: We are becom¬ 
ing inured to violence. And we 
don’t like it. As Martha’s aunt ex¬ 
claimed in Lillian Heilman’s The 
Children’s Hour, “It’s unnatural, 
just unnatural.” Our stomachs are 
supposed to churn over this stuff 
— but familiarity breeds not just 
contempt. 

Vampire boom 

Speaking of violence and the 
other-than-natural, the WB final¬ 
ly released the season finale of cult 
fave Buffy, the Vampire Slayer, for 
apparently enough time has 
passed since the last high-school 
massacre (other gun slayings 
don’t count) to show a bunch of 
teenagers being slaughtered on 
school grounds once again.

Hot Off the Net: Erotica and 
Other Sex Writings from the In¬ 
ternet edited by Russ Kick; Black 
Books, $14 

|| n an introduction to Hot Off 

the Net, Tristan Taormino ac- 
II knowledges that publishing a 
book of writings from the “paper¬ 
less universe” of the Internet is an 
inherently paradoxical enterprise. 
Any book that attempts to do so 
is a kind of frozen snapshot of an 
ever-evolving organism. And in 
the sense that the Internet is a col¬ 
lective voice, an enormous con¬ 
versation, it is an organism, end¬ 
lessly dynamic in comparison to 
the static realm of the book. Like 
other Internet-inspired antholo¬ 
gies, though, Hot Off the Net pro¬ 
vides the valuable service of cap¬ 
turing and preserving a bit of that 
huge conversation that is the In¬ 
ternet. 

In this case, the conversation is 
about sex, all varieties of sex. 
Wherever technology opens up a 
new avenue of communication, 
Eros is sure to follow. No one who 
knows anything about cyberspace 
needs to be told that erotica flour¬ 
ishes there. To the editor hoping 
to anthologize a sampling of In¬ 
ternet-originated erotica, a gar¬ 
gantuan task looms — how to sift 
through it all? As Taormino 
points out, there’s a lot of bad 
writing on the Internet, and some 
of the pieces in this collection 
seem a bit rough around the 
edges. Nevertheless, editor Russ 
Kick has done an admirable job, 
assembling a good sampling from 
what was undoubtedly a large 
universe of possibilities. 

It’s probably no surprise that 
the stories in this collection cover 
just about every aspect of gender, 


sexuality and fetishism. In addi¬ 
tion to some tales of “traditional” 
sex, there are also stories involv¬ 
ing transsexual and transgendered 
sex, incest, bisexuality, group sex, 
exhibitionism and voyeurism, 
sado-masochism, and a few other 
topics that defy categorization. 
One story, “Cum Pigs!!,” for ex¬ 
ample, explores the culinary pos¬ 
sibilities of a certain bodily fluid. 
Another deals with, believe it or 
not, a “true account” of sex with 
dolphins. In the world of Internet 
writing, particularly Internet erot¬ 
ica, the rule seems to be “every¬ 
thing is permitted.” 

Taormino’s foreword provides 
a valuable framework for inter¬ 
preting the writings in Hot Off the 
Net and Internet writing in gener¬ 
al. He notes that the Internet has 
been a transformative force, both 
with respect to the way people 
write and communicate, and to 
the way they have sex. Because the 
Internet relies on language, it pro¬ 
vides sexual possibilities that are 
inherently more cerebral. And it 
offers new possibilities of expres¬ 
sion. While there are several sto¬ 
ries in the collection that could 
just as well have been written on 
paper, there are others that take 
advantage of cyberspace — in¬ 
deed, that could not have come 
into existence outside of cyber¬ 
space. A piece entitled, “the_Un- 
born” is one example. 

As Kick explains in an exten¬ 
sive Editor’s Note, “the_Unborn” 
is not a story at all, but a “tran¬ 
script of a live event as it unfold¬ 
ed” on the Internet. Specifically, it 
is what is known in cyberspeak as 
a “MOO” or “MUD Object Ori¬ 
ented” event, with “MUD” being 
a “Multi-User Domain.” This is 
not to say that “the_Unborn” is 
simply an account of a chat room 
conversation between two people. 
It’s more of a collaborative effort, 


an exchange that takes place in a 
fully realized cyberspace world. 
On paper, the result reads like a 
cross between a prose poem and a 
set of theatrical stage directions. It 
takes a while to get used to the 
format, but the piece is a good ex¬ 
ample of how the Internet has 
pushed writers into new territory. 

The “authors” of “the_Un- 
born” are “the Unborn” and 
“GashGirl.” These are pretty typi¬ 
cal of the kinds of author names 
that appear in Hot Off the Net. 
Many of the writers are identified 
only by their Internet “handles,” 
and this contributes to the sense of 
spontaneity and anonymity that 
so many of these pieces convey.

‘Murder, Do Me’: A Look At Erot¬ 


ic Fan Fiction on the Net.” For 
those interested in surveying the 
world of Internet erotica, Hot Off 
the Net is a good place to start. ▼
